Men being allowed as many Wives as they could keep, 
fierce and cruel, yet ſparing in Dyer, and not much ad- Yar 
dicted to Labour, ſo that the Ground lay. moſtly until-y ©: 
led ; and when they ſowed their Corn, they only ſtrew- by 
ed it on the Earth, and harrowed it over with Buſhes, © 
on which they laid conſiderable, weights ; and being s © 
carried away with a notion of the Pyrhagorians,ghey tory*o: 
bore very much to kill or deſtroy th:Creatureyſleſt they"! 
ſhould unhouſe the Souls of their Friends and. nearelFP<.

As for the Religion of the Antiznt Br:tains (if fo 
TI may term it, and not rzther a Diabolical xluſion) it 
was Superſtitious and Barbarous for the Druids or 
Prieſ's, whom they held to be very Oraclecs; gave them- 
ſelves up to Witchcrafrs and Inchantments, mutre- 
ring horrid Charms, pretending to raiſe Sto1ms and 
Tempeſts, to call for Lightning and Thunder: Nor 
was their 1do/atry Jeſs, for they had Images, almoſt 
without number, to which they prayed, and made 
$Sac*ifice under certain Names and Figures, as the 
Priefts dirz&Qed, nor ſp:ring to offer the Flzſh of their 
Enemi:s taken in War, and amongſt them, even 
Prieſt-crafr reigned in thoſe days; for Excommunica- 
7167 was of great Force, and the 7/5co/cgie they: held, 
was, that the Soul being Immorta!, loſt not, nor le 
fened in its Exiſtence by the dying of the Body, bur 
paſſed into another, either rational cr irrational Crea- 
ture, and their Prieſts were Judges in all Civil Contro- 
verlies. | 

This was the ſtate of the Britains, when the Romans 
came firſt acquainred with rhe Ifland and thoſe of En- 


mark called Engelon, or from the Eaſt Angles, were di 
ſinguithed by therr Cantons or T ribes,in rhe following 
order and poſſeſſion, viz. The Cantij pollziſed Kent ui 
the Regni,; Suſſex and Surry; the Dirotriges, Dor ſct-ſhive ;Þþl: 
the Dammnon, Devon-ſhire and Cornwal; the Be/g4,Somer-þf 
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Bark-ſhire ; the Dubuni, Oxford-fſhire and Gloceſter-ſhire 
the Catieuclant, Warwick-ſhire, Buckinghamyjbire, andſþ 
Bedford hire | the Trinobantes, Hartford-jhire, Eſſex, and 
Midel jex ; the 1cenij, . Suffolz, Norfolk, Cambridge-ſhire

it-ccknock,, Monmouth, and Glamorgan= Shire; The 
Dimete Caremarden-ſhire, Pembrook-ſhire, and Car- 
;gan=ſhire ; the Ottodini & Brigantes Pariſi were accoun- 
ed ſeparate from the former, and poſſz{kd them'elves 
df Tork-ſhire, Lancaſhire, Durham, Richmond, Coun- 
y Weſimorland, Cumberland, Northimberlana ; and 
he latter, ſomerimes of March, Terifidale, Tweeds!e and 
outhian : "Theſe Diviſions had their reſpe&rve Heads 
dr Governours, to whom thzy mads Acknowledgment, 
d payed fome incon{idrable Tribute ; though moſt 
pf thatkind f!1 to the thare of the Prieſts ; and indeed 
heir Riches was but ſmall, for Ceſar, when hefound 
e had a conſiderable Ailvantage over the Southren 
art of this Itland, layed no greater Tax upon them, 
han three kundred pounds a year,is a T ributzryAcknow- 
edgment to Rome: We might inſiſt on the 7)4bes *thar 
r0-vere poſiztled of Scotland, and the Ifland; belonging to 
reat Britain, but not being much to the purpoſe, it 15 
onvenient to purſne the more materialpart of fliftory. 


En This part of Great Britain, is the molt plentiful, a- 
n:sÞounding with all Things neceſary for the pleaſtre and 
di-Pupport of Humane Lite, and was named (as is faid) 
ingÞ»g/and, from Englene, a place in Denmark; or as ſome 
1 vail have it, from a People, called Eaft. Angles, who 


placed themſelves in the Eaſtern part of it, in the time 
df the Saxons; which name, neither the Danes nor Nor- 
axs, in their Conqueſts, thought fit to Change or Al- 
Tr ; ſo thar it contained it for rhe ſpace of e:ght hun- 
fred ſeventy three years, when King James unired it 
1th Scotland, 1602. and reſtored the Ancient Name 
df Great Britain ; and ſuch Reputation it aY alon 
ad, a” to gain the fifth plac? in Genzxal Councils, _ 
as ſtiled (tor the abundance of Plenty it >fford:d, rg 
dupply the Nejghbour Natign:) : the 'Store-hou!e of +" 
e W-ſtern world, tor ſromfnce, even in early days, :.

fels with Corn, for the ſupply of their Armies in othe: 
Countries ; fo that it has bezn often taken for theFor 
tunate If]Jand, mentioned by antient Writers, eſpeci 
ally the Grcc/anz : Bur above all, it haz been rhe'pecu 
Har Care of Heaven, in that the Chriſtian Faith was 
planted here, in the /xry third year of our Saviours In 
carnation ; and it 1s held (not withour go$8d grounds« 
that 7eſ ph of Aramathea, was ſent hither by P/il p, thi 
Apoſtle of France,and that he was Buried at G!of.zbiury; 
and ſome will have it, and ſhew much ReaGon for it 
that St. Paul was here, and Preached the Cope]: How 
ever, this 1s certain, It enioyed the firſt Chriſtian King 
in the perſon of King Luc, and gave birth ro tha 
Glonous Propagator of Chr ftianitv, Conſtantine, the 
great Emperor of Rowe: Put thus much {or Hiſtor 
in General, from whence we proczed to what 1s mo 
particular.

” HE Romans, under C:ſar, firſt taking the Advan 
tage. of the Diviſions and Animoftties, riegning 
amongſt the petty Princes of the Britains, made no © 
ther account, but to Gain a full Poſſeſſion, with little 
trouble or hazard ; bus found themſelves miſtaken, e4 
ven in barbarous Valour, as they Termedir;. for ſo x 
fell out, That King Lud, who built the W:ſ?-Gate © 
the Ciry of Londen ; and was the firſt Founder of th 
j | Ciry it ſelf, calling it Carelud, tho' nor 1n extent, as 
|. preſent, dying, and leaving two Son”, v/z. Anaragith 


and Temantius, their Uncle Caſſibelane (by the Fathe 
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iretion) took upon him the Government, till they 
hould be of Age, ſtiling him{elf Prince of the Trine- 
ants, or new Troy, as ſome will have it; being the 


Soft powerful of all the Princes of the Britains, and 


Brhen his Nephews were capable of Rule, he gave to 
Indragins Trinovant, the Dukedom of Kent; and 


"Mo 7Temantivs the Dukedom of Cornwal, reſerving to 


uimfelf the Ciry of Yerilum, now Sx. Albons, and other 
Wependances : But Andragius being diſfarisfied with his 
"WM ncle, and hearing the Fame of Czfars great Attions, 


'/ Wmplored his *Afſiſtance againſt him ; and ſo far pre- 


ailed, that he came over, and Overcame this Prince, 
er a long 2nd obſlinate Reſiſtance, wherein erghty 
hoy ſand were ſlain on both ſides, at ſundry times, and 
he Country's Amerced for breaking the Truce; and 
hen he lefr the Iſland, Andragirs, with a great many 
Britiſh Souldiers, went along with him, to help him 
n his Wars againſt Pompey the Great, whom he Over- 
hrew in the Pharſalian Fields. So that, after the 
death of Caſſive/an, who expired at Tork:; Temantine 
poſlefled both his Father's and Unck's Dominions ; nor 
ad Ceſar only this Prince to Contend with, bur like- 
ie Cingitorix, Taximagul, and Caravil, petty Kings 
df Kent ; but his Forcune prevailing againſt them, their 
en flain, and they routed ; the firſt was taken, and 
he two laſt fled : So that the Roman Arms growing 
readful to the reſt of the Princes, after rhey had lent 
that Aiſiſtance they could, and found themſelves. too 
veak to Oppoſe a prevailing Conqueror, Senimagnesr, 
Incalites, Bibroſes, and the reſt of the States of cenij 
aid down their Arms, and ſubmitted, as did many 0- 
hers: However, Caſar rather ſhewed the Romans this 


UAſland, than ſubdued it, or knew the Extent of it; for 


meither by Arms, or Intelligence, could he diſcover, * 

hether it was an Ifland, or Continent. 

Ceſar, (after having waded through the World, at 

x Sea of Blood, and reached the very Pinacle ot hu- 

<gnane Greatneſs) being flain in the Senate Hoalſe in 

Rome, by vas Conſpiracy of the Senators; Auguſtus 
| Caſar

Caſar coming to the Imperial Throne, the Britains bi 
gan to bethink themſelves of caſting off the Roma 
Yoke, under Cunobeline, who held his Regal Seat 
Malden in Eſſex, and had been Kinghted by 7u1r#s Ci 
far ; and indeed they went a great way in it; 
g«ſtus prepared three times, utrerly to Subdue him, a 
his Dominions, but was diverted by other Affairs : 
that in the twenty third Year of this King's Reign, t 
PRINCE of Peace, our Bled Lord and Saviour, bein 
Born, the Lyon lay down with the Lamb: An Univer 
Peace enſued, according as it had been foretold 
the Prophets. This was the firſt of the Britiſh King 
that ſtamped his FTmage upon his Coyn ; and Dying 
of yerrs, he was ſucceeded by Guzderizys his Son, w 
was no leſs defirous' than his Father, to ſhake off tl 
Remar; Tribute : When he heard Auguſtns Caſar w 
Dead : and. Calign/a, who was Emperor in his ſtead 
being denied the Payment, made great preparatio! 
againſt him,but being an Emperor of little Condu&,a 
leſs Courage ; coming to the Belgick ſhore, he made hi: 
Sauldiers gather Shells in their Helmets, whilſt tl 

- Trumpets ſounded a Charge, as to the Battle, and 
returned in a fooliſh kind of Triumph, proud to hai 
taken the Spoils of the Ocean;bur Claudius Druſius, wi 
ſucceeded him, overthrew Guiderius, and His Britai 
under the Condu& of his Deputy ; and in the Figh 
the King was ſlain by the Treachery of one Hamo, w! 
(pretending friendſhip) in a Diſguiſe got near his Pe 
ſon; but being purſued by Arviragus, the King's B 
ther, to the-{kore of the Sea, himſelf was there 
patched, from whoſe Fall ſome Anriquaries atfir! 
the Place took the Name of Hamo's Haven, now t 
Town of Southampton. 

The Father and-Son thus Dead, Catacratrs, a ſeco 
Son to Cumobeline, affumed the Throne; when follo. 
ing his Predeceflors, in oppoſing the Romans, he was, 
a great and mortal Battle, overthrown with the loſs} , 
almoſt all his People; and himſelf being taken Priff 
ner, -Was. carried to Rome, where he was led throu 
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e ſtreets in a triumph of Deriſion, to honour Aulr 
autinus his Conqueror ; yet Togodummuis the third 
pn of Cunobeline, ſucceeded him, but with as bad for- 
ine; for after he had harazed their Camp, and lain 
any of them, in ſuch a manner, that Plautinus 
as obliged to ſend for the Emperor Draſi#s, who 
ought with him a great Power, a Mortal Battle was 
ught, in which the Br:tzjþh King was ſlain; yet Ar- 

iragus, the laſt of the Brothers, had leave to Succeed 
Wim ; and he, for a while, held a fair Correſpondency 
ith the Romans, but finding his opportunity fell off, 
d joyning with ſome petty Neighbours, gave the 
mperor ſuch Apprehenſions of Danger, that he 
ought it beſt for his Repoſe, and the Securing the 
oman Intereſt in this Iiland, to give him his Daugh- 
2r Geniſſa in Marriage. This Athnity calmed Afairs 
Or a time, and the Britains having learned the Roman 
uſtomes, became much civilized, forgetting their 
arbarous Nature, cloathing themſelves, and building 
ou{cs ; ſo rhat the Iiland extreamly Flouritked, and 
Sſted from War, during the Life of Arviragrs, and 
as very little troubled in the time of Cogrdinys :; 
But CharaF#icur, a Prince of the Silures, growing po- 
verful, by the contrafted Forces of his Ne:ghbours, 
rew into-the Field, and beat the Reman Souldiers from 
heir Strenghts, making great Slaughter cf them ; yer 
n theend, being Overthrown, he fled to Car::ſmardua 
or ſhelter and proteCtion ; but ſhe, deſirous ro ingra= 
ate her ſelf with the Emperor, cau{cd him, contra- 
y to her Faith plightcd, to be delivered up to his Ene- 
Wes, who, the bercer te keep their nev/ Acquieſſhtions 

Peace, ſent him to Rome, where, beholding the 

agnificence of that Luxurant City, hereproved the 
$owan Covetouſnels and Ambition, faying, He atm:- 
Fea, that they, being Maſter. of ſuch glorious Temples, 
dtructures, and Kiches, jhould neverthe:cſs crave after 
he Cottages, and poor Peſſ.jſions of the Britain:: And 
q * tho! this Prince was removed, another ſtood up 
his ſtead, Preſragus King of the Icezij; yer 
Gin 
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finding himfelf in no good Condition to Reſiſt, 
made a Peace, and growing near his end, left Quee 
Bodo, and his two Daughters, in the Prote&ion of t 
Emperor Nero, whom he had made his Heir; but 
Ladies being of Incomparable Beauty,” and contrary 
the Truſt repoſed, Raviſhed; the valiant Queen c 
led rogether her Friends and- Commanders, acquair 
ting them. with the Trzachery, and deſiring thei 
aſſiſtance, telling them, That the Romans were infebl 
by Eaſz and Luxury; and therefore being rcſolutely ſe 
pon, they would fly like a timorors Hare ; and at th: 
word (opening her Lap, ſhe ler go a Hare, which fe 
the purpoſe ſhe had concealed. 

This ſo animated the reſt, that they immediate 
took Arms, and falling upon the Romans, in their te 
much Security, under the Condutt of this Queen, x 
eighty thouſand of them to the Sword ; but in the end 
New Forces arriving, ſhe was forced to lay don 
her Arms, and ſeek for Safery : And next to heli 
Venutins, King of the Brigantes Warred upon the 
bur by the Trechery of his Queen, the faithleſs Carr. 
mandua, he was Overthrown; fo that the Roma: 
having pierced into Scer/and,, Overthrew, in a gre: 
Battle, -Galzacirs, Prince of the Callidonians ; and; 
finding none to Oppoſe them, they became abſolu 
Maſters of the Famous Iiland of Great Britzin : Ne 
was it known, that they diſcovered it, till this time t 
be an Ifland, which was about ove hrndred thirty [+ 
years after the Landing of Caſar, when, in a far let: 
time they Subdued all France, Germany, and oths 
Ceuntrys infinitely larger, by which we may pc 
CEIVE;

in Hilorical Account of the Roman Emperors, who 
were perſonal in this Iſland, or Raled by their Lieutes 
nints. 


Ains Fulius Ceſar (as you have heard) was the 
4 firſt Roman that fet footing in this Iſland, lan- 
ing in the Year of the worlds Creation, 3873. But 
e did little more than ſhow it the Romans, laying a 
mall Tribute of 3oo pounds upon it, not having 
afſed with Armed Forces (as many hold) beyond 
Bt. 41hans, then call'd Yerillum, finding by the great 
gefiſtance he experienced, he had ro deal with a 
tubborn People, over which he had no other advan= 
age; but being better Armed, and ſomwhar more 
>xpert in the Trains of War; yet, after three Expe- 
itions, he came no more ;; but proceeded to put the 
rojett, of gaining the Soveraignty of the World, mn 
Wprattice, wherein he was Succeſsful, after the Fatal 
Bartles of Pharſaliz, Philipi, and Mndz ;, yet his 
\ſpiring coſt him his Life, as has been Related, 
Ofavian Auguſtus Caeſar, ſucceeded Fulius, after 
many Troudles, and much difficulty, but came not 
Finto this Iſland, though he thrice intended it; and 
in this Golden Reign, the SAVIOUR of the World 
was Born: To this Great Emperor Succeeded T. 
berius;, in the eighteemb year of whoſe Reign, The 
YLOFD of LIFE was put to Death, to Riſs more Gdo= 


/ 4 yrious, and Triumph over Death and Hell, and the pro- 


digious Defetts in Nature, that attended his Paffon;, 
being oblerved by Dioniſus Areopagita, as the Ecclipſe 
of the Sun and Moon, &c, He cryed out, that The 
God of Nature ſuffered, or the Frame of the world was 
about to be diſſolved : To this Emperor, Caliguls Suc- 
ceeded, but the moſt memorable At he did, was, 
the Baniſhing Pontius Pilzte, who, thereupon. grew 
deſperate,% Slew himſelf; Then came Claulius Dre. 
frus, under whom, Aulus Pliutinius was Deputy in 
Britain, Who was put ſo bard to ir, that the Empe-

age of his Naugliter, put an end to the Troubles 
Nero ſucceeded him in the Tmperial Throne, whoſe 
wickedneffes are too many to be related in this place:

was Killed by his Souldiers, affger he had continued 
feven Months in the Throne ;, Sothat Maximas 'being 
then Deputy, the Britains felt not-the Effefts of his 
Anger; and thus, Rome wanting a Head, Marcus 
Sylvius Otho entred upon the Stage, yet Reigned but 
three Months and five Days, before he made way for

Edwy ſucceeded Edred, Anno 955, and was crown- 
ed at Kingſton upon Thames , where it 1s repoted he 
commutted Adultery with a great Lady, his near Kinſ- 
woman, in the ſight of his Nobles, and afterwards 
cauſed her Husband to be ſlam, that he might more 
freely enjoy her : He thruſt out the Monks, and put 
married Prieſts in the places of thoſe that affe&ed a 


ſingle* Life ; Baniſhed Dunſtan, who is now ſtiled a 
Saint, and the ſame that 1s reported to have taken a * 


ſhee Devil by the Noſe, with a pair of Tongues, for 
diſturbing him at his Forge. Theſe things turned the 
Peoples AfﬀeCtions againſt the King, to a degree of lay- 
ing him aſide, and ſwearing Fealty to Edgar, which 
made him pine to death, after he had Rul'd Four 
years, and was buried in the New Abby Church at 
Wincheſter. 

Edgar began his Reign, Anno 159, he recalled Dun- 
ſtan, and outed. the married Prieſts, making a Penalty 
againſt Drunkenneſs ;. and the Land at that time be- 
ing peſtered with Wolves , he laid a yearly Tribute 


of three hundred Wolves Heads upon the Prince of | 


Wales, and upon the Noble-men and Free-holders, ac- 
cording to the larg-neſs of their Poſiz/Nions, fo that in 
a few years they were all deſtroyed : He made it his 
buſineſs once a year, to ride the Circuit Of his King- 
dom, to inquire of Abuſes done by his Judges in Il- 
legal Attings, or thoſe that were done by private 
Perſons one to another, inflicting fevere puniſhments 


on ſw# as he found tardy ; yer he gave himſelf up_ 


to prodigeous Lult , infomuch, that caſting his Eyes

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upon any Women he liked, he wowld have his farifs © 
faQtion by fair means or force ; and killed- Erhelwald an ©. 
Earl, and one of his principal Courtiers with a Spear, 
ashe was hunting in the Foreſt, becauſe he had marri- 
ed a beauteous Lady, Daughter to Duke Orgarus, when 
he had ſent him to fetch her for his own uſe, and then 
took her to Wife : He deflowred a Nun, called Wo{fc- 
child, and got on her a hopeful Brat, which was after- 
wards Sainted by the name of Eaith ; and afterwards 
another Nun, called Ethe/fede, on whom he begor his 
Son Edward, who fucceeded him ; he had peace, except 
a little bickering with the Welſh, all his Reign, feared 
a broad and at home, having the greateſt Navy of any 


' King before him, ſome Authors reporting it conſiſted 


of Three thouſand Ships: He was,crown'd at King= 
fton upon Thames by Orho, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 


and reigned jixteen years. 


Edward, the TEirteenth ſole Monarch of England,

having gained his ends more favourable than he could

obliged the King to ſend divers rich Preſents to Rome , 
thereby to allure the Pope, who _ the Receipt ſent 

the Biſhop of Tuſculum,who would ha 

to have made over the Kingdom of England, bur not 
only the Arch-biſhop, but all the Peers of the Kiag- 
dom oppoſed ir, fo that in Parliament it was EnaGt- 
ed, That ſince the King could not without the con ſent of Par- 
liament, bring his Kingdom and People to ſach a Thrat- 
Hom, therefore if the Pepe ſhould, in the future, attempt 
any ſuch thing, they with their Lives and Fortunes were 
ready to _—_ it. So that the Pope finding there was 
no good to be done this way, ſent his Authentick Let- 
ters for the repealing the Edift, yet not withont the re- 
ſtitution of 1300 Marks to the Clergy, moſtof which 
came to his Coffers, ſo that the King paſſed into. his 
Tranſmarine Territories; but before he could quiet 
the diſhirbances, news came that the Eng/;iſb Barons 
had bound themſelves at the high Altar of St. Eamunds- 
by by Oath, to purſue the King with Arms, till he had 
ted them their Charter of Liberties, granted in the 
Reign of Henry the Firſt, whereupon he found himſelf 
=O  neceffitated 
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neceſſitated to return, and finding they had'not only | 
ſeized London, but were otherways very formidable a ! 
Council to reconcile differences was held in Runing | 
Marſh, between Stains and Windſor, ſince called Coun- 
cl Mead, and there he granted them Magria Charta,and | 
Charta Foreſts, and conſented that 25 ſele& Peers 
ſhould command the reſt, who were bound by Oathto 
be obedient, but the King long dijeſted not this abating 
of his Pover, but withdrawing himſelf, he ſent to com- 
plain of it to the Pope, as likewiſe to his Friends abroad 
for Aid, and was in both ſucceſsful, for at Rome by a 
definitive Sentence the Barons Charters were made 
void, and both they and the King accurſed, if either 
of them obſerved the concluſion of the Treaty in 
Council Mead; he likewiſe had conſiderable Forces ſent 
him from Gaſcoin, Brabant and Flanders, ſo that he again 
took the Field, dividing his Army 1n two parts, when 
himſelf marching Northward, and the Earl of Salisbury 
Sourhward, they brought all into ſubje&tion, and al- 
though the Barons were excommunicated , yet they

Eleftocal Princes, and with King #enry's corflent © 
palled into Germany ; yet he was obliged to purchaſe - 
this Leave with a great Sunime of Money, as bet5 
accounted one of the richeſt Princes in Europe, 
He was Crowned King of the Romans at Aquiſgrave, 
and received the Honour due to his Charadter, froth. 
all the Princes and Eftates of the Empire. But af--

the Return of Strangers, contrary to the Agree-: 
ment, ſo that they came armed to the Parl:ament at 
Oxford, binding themſelves by Oath, to have Things 
of that nature regulated; and the King, the better” 
ro quiet them without bloud-ſhed , together -with 
Prince Edward his Son , was there content ; and 
the wide Diffes2nces being referred co a Parliament, 
appointed to meet at Zondon, they were cemented : 
Rut the Peace continued not long, es? upon new 
Di'gnfts, both Sides prepared for War ; ſo that the 
King, ſeizing upon Oxford, turned out the Students,

uarrel was to his evil Counſellors, the known E- 
nemies of the Kingdom. But the King reproaching 
them by the Name of Traitors, ſent them word, 
that the: Injury done to his Friends he took as done 
to himſelf, and therefore held them as theirs, and 
his own Enemies; ſo that no good underftanding 
being towards the Armies, drew out, and en» 
gaged in a mortal Battel, wherein Prince Edward 
the King's-<ldeſt Son behaved himſelf with much 
Bravery, routing the Battalion, compoſed of Zor- 
doneys, and following the purſuit four Miles ; which 
notwithſtanding was prejudicial to his Father, Yor in 
the mean while the King's Horſe was ſlain under 
him, and he made Priſoner, together with his Bre- 
'- ther, the King of the Romans, who a little before 
| .returned to England, for the ſecurity of his Poſſeſſi- 
ons ; ſo that the Prince not heing able to reftore the 
Battech; .Vidtory fell to the Barons, -and the next day 
a. Truce was concluded; yet Simon de Monfort, 
Earl- of LZeice/tey, who headed the Baron's Army, 
carrying the {King about with him as his Priſoner, 
got into his haads all the ftrong Holds, 

- Theſe:Proce edingy in. Eng/and putting a ftop a. 
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the Pope's Revenue, he ſent Cardinal Ottobon, his 
Legate, to Excommunicate the Barons , but they 
for a while deſpiſed it; yet ſoon after falling out a- 
mongf themſelves, many of them came oyer to 
Prince Edw. who had taken the Field with an Army ; 
ſo that he encloſed the Earl of Zeiceſter's Camp at 
Eveſham, and obliged him to battel, where the Earl 
loſt the day with his Life, and had his Head, Hands, 
and Feet chopped off, as a mark of Infamy. By this 
Orerthrow the King was reſcued, and. ſet at liber- 


- | ty; when to heal the long Diviſions a Parliament 


was called at Wincheſter , by whoſe Approbation the 
King ſeized the Charters of Zondon, and other Ci- 
ties and Towns that had proved dilloyal; and the 
Legate proceeded to excommunicate the Biſhops of 
Wincheſter, Londen, Werceſter, and Chicheſter, for ta- 
king part with the King's Enemies. And now Prince

| Ing Edwerd, at the death of his Father Zenry, 
was warring in the Holy Land, where he did 
Wonders in his own Perſon, jaſumuch that the {a- 
razens dreading, bis P-owels, the Governour of Da- 
meſcus, under a feigned Friendſhip, ſent a Villain 
to aſſaſſinate him who ſeeming as if he was about 
to deliver him a Letter, ftabbed him 31 three places 
in the Arm with a poiſoned Dagger, and had- re- 
peatel the Wounds, but that the Prince ſtruck him 
down w:th his Fyct, whereupon his Guard; came in, 
and cut the Wretch in pieces as he lay on the floor ; 
yet theſe wounds by the Chirurgions were accoun- 
fed mortal; unleſs ſome ne wonld hazard his own 
Eife, by ſucking ont: the Poiſon; but when every 
one ſhrunk back, El-ar his Wife, who would: by 
no means be perſuaded from accompnying him rm 
that tedious Jourcey, chearfully undertook it, and 
effeted the Cure without any Injrry done to her 
ſelf; for which generous Qadertaking he raiſed 
Croſles, 
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Crates » and Monuments, to her Memory in Er- 
gland. ; 

The News of his Father's death no ſooner reach- 
ed him, but ſetling the Aﬀairs of the War, he re- 
turned to England, where, together with his Queen, 
he was crowned by Rebert XK ilwarby, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, at whoſe Coronation 500 Horſes were 
let looſe in a large Foreſt, to be poſſeſſed by thoſe 
that firſt caught them; and upon notice the Welfh 
were in Arms, he marched againft them, overthrew 
and flew Zemelin, their Prince, in a great Battel, 
whoſe Head, crowned with Ivy, was ſet upon the 
Tower, and utterly ſubduing thoſe Mountainiers , 
he made his Son Edward, born amongſt them at Ca- 
ernarvon, Prince of the Country: And going for 
France he fate as a Peer of that Kingdom, in confi- 
deration of the Lands and Territories he held there, 
and upon his return baniſhed the Jews, to the num- 
ber of 15000, for bringing in baſe Money, and ex- 
atting Extortion. 

Alexandey the Third, King of Scotland , who had 
married King Edward's Sifter, being dead, and the 
Lords Bruce and Baliol, for want of other Heirs, 
ſtanding in competition for the Kingdom, Edward, 
by his Authority. became Umpire, and adjudged it 
to the latter, promiſing to ſupport his Right by 
Arms, for which he was to become his Homager ; but 
that Prince being in the Throne, to pleaſe his Peo- 
ple, who feared the Engliſh Greatneſs might be pre- 
judicial to them, hearkened to Propoſals with France, 
and ſuffered his People to enter the North parts of 
of England with Fire and Sword ; Edward drove them 
back with great ſlaughter, entering Scotland, and 
making ſuch terrible Deftruttion , that the Cities 
and Towns for the moſt part ſurrendred, the Scotch 
Nobles ſued for Peace, and in the Parliament held at 
Berwick they acknowledged him their King, [wearing 
to be true Subjz(ts to him for ever aſter, jog a 

olemn 
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folemn Inſtrument to that purpoſe ; whereupon King 
Edward leaving Fohn de Warren, Earl of Surry, and 
Sufex, as his Viceroy in that Kingdom , ſent Fobn

This was verified in King Fames the firſt, upon 
the uniting the Kingloms, but more of that in his

| «ding of one William walls fell upon the Englih at an 


advantage, near Strivelinz Bridge, and put them to 
the rout, killing amongſt others #ugh de Creſhng- 
him, the Treaſurer, and having flead him, divided 
his Skin in parcels amongſt them, as a Trophies of 
their Revenge, and committed many other outra- 
ges, Which haſtened the King's Return; at which 
time he ſummoned a Parliament at York, giving the 
Scots a day to appear, but they negletting it, and 
refuling to acknowledge they ought ſo to doe, he 
with a powerfull Army entred Scotland, and being 

about 
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about to charge the Enemy, as he was mounting his 
Horſe ftartled, and threw him, breaking by a ſpurn 
of his Heel two of the King's Ribs, yet without de- 
lay he remounted, and gave them Battel, charging 
quite through their Army with ſuch ſlaughter, that 
ina very ſhort time they were all in Rout and Con- 
fuſion ; ſo that in this Aftion near Favkik 70000 
Scots are reported to be (lain, after which moſt of 
the ſtrong places yielded to King Ewart, when re- 
turning victorious to England, he in Parliament re- 
ſtored Mogna Charta, and Charta Forefle, agreeing 
that no Tax or Subſidy ſhould be levied upon the 
People, but by the Conſent of Prelates, Peers and 
Commons in Parliament, and in the end of his Grants 
left out Salvo jure Corone noſtre, viz. Saving the rights 
of our Crown; and at the earneſt entreaty of the Pope, 
he ſet Balzdl at Liberty. And now the King being 
deſirous abſolutely to ſubje&t and annex Scorland to 


| the Crown of England, raiſed another powerfull 


Army , againſt which the Scots not able to make 
head, retired, and as their laſt refuge entreated the 
Pope to ſend his Letters of Inhibition, which accor- 
\ ingly were ſent; but the King was fo far from re- 

garding them, that he in a great palhon ſwore he 
would not detiſt ; ahd when they urged it farther, 
that if he perſevered, the Pope would take it upon 
himſelf, he with a diſdainfull Smile replied, wWhar ? 
Have you done Homage to me as to the chirf, Lord of 
Scotland, and do.you now ſuppoſe that I can be terrified 
with Threatenings, as if (like one that had no Power to 
compell) IT would let the right which 1 kave go out of my 
| Hands, ' Let ms hear no more of this, for if [ do, I ſwear 
by the Lord I will conſume all Scotland from Sea to Sea. 


they only replied, For the Juftice and Rights of their

This reſolute Proteſtation © terrified the Scots, that 
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a Truce was concluded from all Saints toWhirſuntide 
but the Pope not ſo contented, before the Truce was 
Expired , declared himſelf in favour of the Scots, 
whereupon King Edward, in a Parliament holden 
at Lincoln, by the General Conſent defended his 
Proceedings with a Proteſtation , that they had not 
exhibited any thing to the Court of Rome, as in form 
of Judgment or ſubmitting to the Tryall of his 
Cauſe, but rather for the fatisfattion of its Merit 
and Juſtice; and when the Pope required the King 
to ſtand to his decifion for matter of Claim ; the 
Peers, to whom the King had entirely referred it, 
ſignified to the Pope, that the King of England was 
not to anſwer in Judgment for any rights of the 
Crown before any Tribanal under Heaven, and that 
by ſending Deputies and Attornies to that purpoſe, 
he ſhould make the Truth and Juſtice of his Cauſe 
donbtfull, foraſmuch as it manifeſtly tended to the 
Diſinherifion of the Crown, which with the help of 
God they would maintain againft all Men: And this 
was ſubſcribed at Lincoln, Azno 1301. by no lels 
than 100 Peers; ſo that Pope Boniface the Third per- 


- . Ceiving no good to be done, and loth to break with 


England, gave over his Pretenſions, and left the 
Scots to make the beſt of their buſineſs; whereups« 
on the King made the Lord Segrave Cuſtos of that 
Kingdom ; but the Scots thereupon growing impa- 
tient, took Arms, and oyerthrowing the Cuftes, 
took him Priſoner, but he was ſoon reſcued by Sir 
Robert Nevil ; yet this made King Edward ſet for- 
ward with an Army, which brought ſuch a Terrour 
upon Scotland, that he marched through the King- 


dom from Roxborow to Cathineſs, 300 miles, with» | 


out the leſt refiftence ; for thoſe that were in Arms 


betook themletyes, upon his approach, to the Woods [47pþ 


and Mountains.

thathad contended with Bxl7o! for the Kingdom, hea- 
ded the Scots, and gathered a confiderable Army, 
but was routed by* Aymery 'de Yalence, one of King 
Edward's Captains, and forced into the Orcades , 
where he lived an obſcure Life, with much hard- 
ſhip, till he found another opportunity to head his 
Countrey-men, and did many noble Exploits, which 
drew King Edwarti to oppoſe him; but in his way he

conſent to recall out of Baniſhment Pierce Gaveione ,

Holy Land, accompanied with 149 Knights, and 


their Train; to which end he had laid up two thou- 
and pounds of Silver, and that upon pain of Dam- 
nation the Money ſhould be turned to no other uſe ; 
hen removing from Carliſle to Bury upon the Sands, 
e there dyed of a Diflentery, ano 1307. and his 
Body buried at Weitminiter, 

This Edward the Firft was King of England, Lord 
df Treland, Duke of Aquitain, &c. eldeft Son to H#en- 
y the Third by Eleanor his Queen; his firſt Wife 
was Elezor Daughter to Ferdinand the Third, King 
df Caflite, by whom he had Tue Fobn, Z#enry, and 
flphons, all dying young ,- E4ward, who ſucceeded 
im; El:anor *married to Henry the Third , Earl 
f Barrie; Fogn marricd to Gilbert Clare , Earl of 
Tereford and” Glouceſter ; Martater married to 


Fobx 
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Fohn the-Second, Duke of Brabant ; Berenger, Alice, 
and then Mary, who .at the earneſt Entreaty of her 
Grandmother, . became .a veiled Nun at the age of 
Ten years; Elizabeth firſt married to Fokn Ear! 
of Holland and Zealand, then to, umfrey Bobun, Earl 
of Hartford and Afex,; then Beatrix, and Blanch. By 
his Second Wife Margaret , Daughter. to Philip the 
Hardy, Ring of France, he had Iſſue Thomas Earl of 
Norfolk, and Earl Marſhal of England, Edmund Earl 
of Kent, and Eleanor,. who dyed young ; he began 
his Reign on the 16th of November, anno 1292. and 
reigned 34 Years, 7.Months, and 12 days, dying in 
the 35th: year of his Reign, and the-69th of his 
Age. Js

*T*”His King. from the place of his Birth, was cal- 

led Edward of Caernavon ; he began his Reign 
anno 1307, and proſecuting the Wars of Scotland , 
| he obliged many of the Scotch Nobility to doe him 
Fomage at Dumfreize, and ypon his return he im- 
Yriſoned Walter Biſhop of CheSer, ſeizing upon all 
bis Goods and Credits, for cauſing by his Complaint

diſorderly way of living: Then paſſing. the Seas, 
he at Bulloign in France married young /{abel, Daugh-

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>| with him GaveFon, his darling Favourite, who was 
Tia Gentleman Stranger brought up with him in his 
f youth, and now under the Influence of the King be- 
rl an to be ſo imperious, that the Nobility was let a- 
rl gainſt him, yet the King, who thought nothing too 
YI dear for his Minion, not only upheld him , but ſup- 
| plied him with Treaſure to the higheſt Profuſenels, 
f giving him'his Jewels, and wiſhing nothing more 
11] than that he might ſucceed him in the Throne, 
1] which obliged the Parliament to paſs an Att for his 
d perpetual Baniſhment , but had much difficulty to 
al get it paſſed by the King; nor did he doe it but to 
iS] paſs another, giving him a great Summe of Money, 
owever with reluttancy he tigned it ; yet he would 
ſuffer his Privado whom he had made Earl of Corn- 
wall to be no farther from him than Ireland, where 
he maintained him in a ſplendid manner, and with- 
in a while called him'to Court, and married him to 
Foan of Acres, Counteſs of Gloucefler, his Sifters' 
Daughter, which made him more inſolent than e- 
ver, confiming the King's Treaſure in Feaſts, Pfays, 
and other Riotous Proceedings, at ſech a rate, that” 
| there was not enough left to ſupply the neceſſities of” - 
the Court, drawing the King likewiſe into ſuch De-' 
baucheries, that the Queen finding her ſelf ſenſibly 
injured, reproved him at firſt with mildneſs, bur: 
finding that ineffetual, ſhe openly complained ; ſo : 
that GaveFon was a third time haniſhed; yet he ſaid 
not long betore the King privately ſent fof him, . 
y making him principal Secretary of State , which (© 
; incenſed as well the Biſhops as the Temporal Lords,” 
'1 that they reſolved to expell him by Force of Arms, 
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. chujiing for their Leader Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, 
' and at Dathington, whither his Fear had driven him, * 
he was ſurprized by Guy Earl of Wirwick, who con- 
veyed him to Blecklow, where ſeveral of the Nobles 
conſulting ; that if he was ſet at Liberty he woutd * 
work their Ruine with the King, they proceeded to? ' 
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prevent it , and without any formal 'I'ryall-cauſeq 
his head to be ftruk off, which greatly incenſed the 
King, and.raiſed in him a mortal Enmity againſt 
thoſe Lords, yet by the Mediation of Gilbert Earl of 
Glouceſler they were ſeemingly forgiven. 

The Scots about this time rifing in arms under 
David Bruce, whom they bad choſen their King, or 
Leader, entering England, and doing great Miſchief 
in Northumberland, King Eiward marched againft 
them; but in this Expedition many of the diſcon- 
tented, Lords refuſed to aid him, under pretence 
that he had delayed to ratifie their Liberties and 
Charters, through which defett he received a great 
overthrow near Bannocksbourn; fur there the two 
Armies joining, the crafty Scots bag.in.divers places 
made deep Trenches, covering them with rotten 
Hurdles and Earth, ſo that the Engliſh Chavalry 
preſfling on, fell into thoſe Pits, and were gored up- 
on the. ſbarpStakes that were placed at the bottom ; 


_ and although the King behaved himſelf with much 


bravexy, refuſing to leave the Field till he was for= 
ced thence by his Friends, yet the Earl of Gloweſter, 


'the Lord Clifford, and about-ſeven hundred Knights 


and Eſquires, with a great number of common Sol- 
diers, were ſlain, many Nobles taken Priſoners, tq- 
gether with a large Booty ; and this was the grea- 
teſt Advantage the Scots ever gained over the En- 
glith, which encouraged them to make deeper In- 
roads with whom ſome of the diſcontented Engliſh 
joined, while King Edward in the moſt ſolemn Pomp 


-* Interred the Body of Gaveſton at K ings- Langley in 


Hertfordſbire, and ſoon after inſtead of one he raiſed 
up two Priyadoes, or Favourites, viz. the Spercers, 
Father and Son, who perceiving themſelves high in 
the King's Favour, inſtead of taking warning by-the 
Fate of Gavejton, they ſtrove to exceed him in pride 
and Arrogance, which ſoon procured them the ha- 
tred of the Nobles to ſuch a degree, that the King 
coul 


| 
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could” not *confider himſelf in Safety till he had con- 
ſented to their Banifhment. But now the Queen, 
who had hitherto: been a- Mediatrix between the 
King and his Barons , being denied a Night's Lodg- 
in in one of the Baran's Caſtles, ſhe ſo highly re- 
ſented the Aﬀront, that her former good Otfices 
were changed into Studies of Revenge; and in this 
humour ſhe laboured with the King to ruine thoſe 
ſhe a little before had ſought to protect; and the 
King eafily exaſperated, ſoon conſented to pleaſure 
her to his Power; and therefore to crols the Barons, 
he cauſed the Judgment againſt the Spencers to be 
reverſed. 

Some of the delinquent Lords, fearing the Storm 
that threatened them, ſubmitted to the King, others 
were taken Priſoners as the two Roger Mortimers, Fa-- 
ther and Son, and committed to the Tower, but the 
reſt reſolved to ſtand out under the Lezding of the 
Earl of Lancaſter, but they were overthrown at Buy- 
rougb-bridg where Humphrey de Bokun was (lain by a 
Spear from under the bridge. And the Earl, with 
other principal Men to the number of Ninety, or 
| npwards, moſt of them Barons and Knights were 
taken Priſoners by Andrew de Zerkerly, Captain of 
Carliſle; tor which Service he was afterward created 
Earl of that place: 

Theſe Noble Priſoners were not long confined be- 
fore they too ſenſibly felt the King's Anger, for be- 
ing puſhed on by the Queen, the Spencers, andother 
Court Favourites; he cauſed the Earl of Zancaſter, 
his Unkle to be beheaded at Pontefrat, where he 
ſtayed five hours upon the Scaffold before the She- 
wu could procure an Executioner, and the Ba- 
rons and Knights were hanged and. quartered in dis 
vers places, And here the Queen had her Revenge ; 
for the Lord Badelmere , who refuſed her the Lod- 
Sing, being taken amongſt others, was hanged be- 
ors it; ſo that by this rigocous Execution moſt-of 
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| Noble Engliſh Bloud ſupplyed the thirfty Earth: 
with too precious a draught: But it appears that. 
this Cruelty was ratheran Act of the Courtiers, than 
done by the King's natural Inclination; for one of 
a mean family being taken in the Rebellion, and the 
Favourites pleading earneftly for his Pardon , the 
King, in a great rage reviled them in theſe terms, viz. 
A plague upon you curſed Whiſperers , malitious Backbi-- 
rers, wicked Counſelours! Intreat you for the Life of 4

moſt notorious K nave, who would not ſpeak one word for 


the Life of my near Kinſman, that moſt noble K night , 
Eerl Thomas ? By the Soul of God this Fellow ſhall dye 
the death be has deſerved; and accordingly he was ex. 
ecuted. 

In the Year 1322. the King, to revenge former 
Tjuries, marched with a great Army into Scorland,. 
but through the negle& of his Purveyors a great 
Scarcity of Proviſion happening, he was conſtrained, 
without performing any memorable Aftion-to make 
his Retreat ; nor was the Scots ſo contented , but 
falling on his Rear, not only cut off a great many 
of his Men, but obliged him to leave his Baggage ,. 
with much-Treaſure, as a Prey to them. Bur now 
the Pope, in favour of England, having interdifted 
Scotland, a Truce was concluded between the two 
Kingdoms for thirteen Years, and fo ended this te-- 
dious War, and the King had leiſure to make his 
Progreſs through the ſeveral Counties of Tork, Lan- 
cafter , and the Marches of Wales, puniſhing ſuch as 
had been in the- former Rebellion, and amongft 0- 
thers, Andrew de Herkerley, was-drawn, hanged, and: 
quartered, for-taking part with the Scots.. But-now 
a' greater Storm began to gather ; for young Morti=: 
mier making his Eſcape out at a Window, and fwim- 
\ ming the River of Thames, fled beyond the Seas. and 
'  JoinechimſelF to other Fugitives, and baniſhed En-- 
\ * glifh; and not» long after the Spencers opprelking, 


whe. Kingdom; and: ſetting. the. King. againſt the- a 


Queean,, 
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Queen, - ſhe, under a pretence of Viſiting her Fa- 
ther's Court at Pars, found means, with her Son 
Edward, to get beyond the Seas, and refuled,. upon 
the King's ſending for her, to return, till the, joi- 
ning with 2Jorrmmer, her dear Fovourite, and other 
Lords, raiſing a confiderable Power, and holding 
Correſpondence with the Lords that yet were diſat- 
fefted in England, landed in a hoſtil manner, and 
marched againſt the King, who was preparing to op- 


-} poſe her, ſeizing upon many conſiderable Towns. 


The King by this Proceeding finding himfelf in 
diſtreſs, and that the Londoners, and many of the 
Lords, had declared againſt him, ſetting the Priſo- 
ners every where at Liberty , and recalling thoſe 
that were baniſhed, thought it good to avoid co- 
ming to Battel; whereupon the Queen, with her 
Forces, ſate down before Bri/icl, took it, and there-- 
in Spencer the Elder, whom fhe cauſed to be cut up 
alive, after being dragged through the Streets for 
the Satisfaction of the People , who mortally hated 
him. And now the King finding himſelt in a man- 
ner forſaken, fled into Wales, and there for a time 
lay ſecret in the Abby of Neath ; but in the end be- 
ing diſcovered, and with him the younger Spencer , 
Rebert Baldck, Chancellour, and Simon de Keadrng ; the- 
King hereupon was conveyed to Kenelworth Caftle , 
and the. Lords to Zereford, where the Queen lay , 
and there Spencer and Reading being condemned by 
Sir William Trufel, Lord Chief Juftice on. that occa» 
ſion, they were hanged. 

The Confederates with the Queen having in this 
manner impriſoned tke King, and not conceiving it 
ſafe to ſet him at Blberty , reſolved amongft them« 
ſelves to make KFdnwwal his Son, a Prince of about 
thirteen years of Age, King, and thereupon ſent 
Sir William Trufſel to the Cafile where the King was. 
Priſoner, to acquaint him with what was intended, 


| which put: him.into a-mortal Agony, from whence 


! being 
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being recovered, he greatly lamented and bewaileÞ 
his hard Fate; however 7ruſel being inftrutted what. 
to doe, proceeded to unking him in theſe words: / 
William. Truflel, in the Name of all Men of the Land 
of England, and of all the Parliament , Procurator, do: 


ſome tim?, and from this time forward 1 deprive thee, 
and .defi2 thee of all Power Royal - and I ſhall never bs 
rendent to thee after this time, Anno Dom. 1327. 

And here, following the Rule of other Hiftorians, 
we put an End to his Reign, though he lived in 
Captivity, as we ſhall have occation to mention. in 
the Reign of his Son. 

This Elward the Second was King of England, 
Lord of Jrelind, Duke of Aquitain, and fourth Son 
of Edward the Firſt, by Eleanor his Queen; he be- 
£2n his Reign the 7th of Fune, Anno 1307. and 
reigned 19 Years, 6 Months, and 18 days. and was:

red 42nv 1327. in the 29th Year of his coming to

\ Dward the Third, though ſcarcely of ſufficient 
1 - years of Diſcretion to know what belonged to 


the Titles or Rights of Crowns and Kingdoms, had 
however more compation on his afflicted Father 
| than the Queen his Mohter had on her Husband ; 
;. for young as he was, when he heard what had hap- 
| pened, he greatly bewailed his Misfortune, vowing 
5 never to take upon him the Government, unleſs the 
; King freely conſented to reſign without compuliion ; 
- nor could they conſtrain him to it, but with threats 
» that they would utterly reje& the whole Line, and: 
chuſe a King out of the, Nobility , though of ano- 
ther Family. 
Upon theſe Conſiderations the young King, eight 
-]- days after his Father's Reſignation , was- crowned 
.J with-the uſnal-Ceremonies; but the old King being 
4 yet alive, and the People compatitonating his Cap- 
tivity, his Depoſers thougnt themhelyes 12 Wavs {8 
cure, eſpecially Mcytimer , who was ſuſp=tted to be 
over familiar with the Queen, and from that time 
they fell to plotting his death; in order to which 
 Moriimey procured an expreſs from the young King 
to remove him, under pretences of Friendſhip and 
Advantage, but indeed that he might put him into 
fuch hands as he was ſure would diſpatch him, and 
& thereupon he was conveyed to Berkl:y Caſtle, when 
y by the way, for fear he ſhould be reſcued by the 
People, who had yet ſome remains of Love for him, 
they ſet him on a Mole-hill, in order to ſhave him, 
for the better diſquiſe, and in an inſulting manner 
told him, That the Water of the next Ditch ſhould 
accommodate him for that purpoſe, to which the 
ſarrowfull King replied, That there ſhould be warm 
Water whether they would or not, and on 
ent 


— 
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ſent iforth a floud of Tears, and being arrived at 
Berkley Caſtle, in the Cuſtody of Thomas Gurney , 
and Foln Matravers, he wes murthered by them, or 
fuch as they appointed, in this barbarous manner, 
viz. being bound to a' bed with his face downwards 
they thruſt a hollow Horn into his Fundament, and 
through that, to prevent any burning or ſearing in 
the outward parts, they thruſt an Iron Inſtrument, 
red hot, twiſting it amidſt his Bowels, till with hor 
rible pain and torment, amidft crys and groans he 
expired. And this Wickedneſs Hiſtorians record 
to be ated "upon Mortimer's ſending an ambiguous 
Sentence, prepared by Alam Torleron, Eiſhop of 
Hereford, to ſuch as kept the Caſtle, v7. ; 


Elvardam occedere nolite Mmere bonum et 
To kill Xing Edward refuſe to be afraid is good 


This paſſage in Mortimer's Letter being written 
without ſtops, and the Keeper well-knowing, that a- 
ſpiring Lord had no kindneſs for the King, took it as 
the Writer truly meant though oyrimer upon his 
being Accuſed, alledged, his Command was not to 
kill the Kirg, but that he ſent. word it was good to 
- be afraid to doe it. 

Young King Edward, upon the inhumane Mur- 
ther of © his Father , was on the Borders of Scor- 
Iind, and had environed the Scots in the Woods of 
Wividale, and Stanhope ; but Mortimer defirous to 
eclipſe the Glory of that young Prince, that his 
own might appear, ſo.carried the Matter, that 


through the careleſsneſs of the Engliſh Army they: 
eſcaped ; ſo that the King, after a vaſt Expence of 


Treaſure, and the hazard of his Life, which had 
been loft. had not his Chaplain ſtepped between 
him and Death, receiving the mortal Wound: in his 
own Body, returned inglorious : And foon after

* YFoan, .the-King's Siſter, was married to David 2ruce, 


whom the Scots had made their King ; whereupon a 
Peace, though ſomewhat diſhonourable to the Eng- 
liſh, enſued ; andia the fame year, viz.,1327. dyed 


. Charles rhe Fair, King of France, withour lilze, by 


which means that Crow devolved to King Elward, 
in Right of his Mother, Daughter to Philip the Fair, 
and Siſter to CFa I's ; but to bar the Englith of that 
Advantage, the French Peers oppoled their Salique 
Law, pretending thereby, that no. Woman was Cca- 
pable of Tnheriting the Crown of Frazce,: or being 
admitted the Regency ; and thereupon they admitted 
Phillip de Yalois, whoſe Father was younger Brother 
to, Philip the Fair, which afterward. coſt the French 
many ſhowers of Bloud. 

About this time the Lord 2dortimer and the Queen. 
Mother , perceiving Edmund Earl. of Kent, the 
King's Uncle, to croſs their purpoſes, found means 
to procure his Death ; which.ſo far opened the Eyes 
of the young King, together with the Report, that 
his Mother was with Child by 2criimer, as not to 
think himſelf in (afety till he had cruſhed that am- 
bitious Man;and the better to doe it,he undertook a 
daring Enterprize ; for fearing he was with . the 
Queen at Notingham Caſtle, notwithſtanding it was 
Arongly guarded, he entered in the night time ac- 
companied with a few of his truſty Friends, and by an 
unſuſpetted way, viz. through a Vault under ground , 
coming -ſuddenly into his Mother's Chamber , 
found 2ortimer undrefled, and ready to £0 to Bed 
to her ; whereupon he cauſed him to be a Arreſted, 
and carried away Priſoner , and being tryed in open 
Parliament he was Coademened at Weſtminſeer, upon 
ſeveral Articles, viz. For cauſing the King to make 
a diſhonorable Peacs with the Scots, and taking 
large Bribes to procure .it. For procuring the 
Death of King Eſwar.l the Second, and his over 
Familjarity wit! Queen 452, For his oppreiſing 

| the 
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the People by illegal Exaftions. And laftly, For | 


embezzling the King's Treafures. And for theſe 


and the like receiving Sentence, as a Traytor, he ' 
was drawn to Tyburr, and there hanged, and his Bo- 


dy left on the Gallows for the ſpace of two days 
and nights ; and with him in the ſame manner dyed 
Sir Simon de Bedford, and Fobn Deverell Eſq; as Con- 
trivers of King Edward the Second's Death ; the 
Queen had likewiſe her Penſion ſhortened. And 


' now there ariling a Diſpute between the Houſes of | 


Baliol and: Bruce, 'for the Crown of Scotlarid, King 


Edward, not thinking himſelf obliged to ftand to | 
what Mortimer, and-his Mother , had done in his 


Minority, fince many of his Towns were detained, 


raiſed a conſiderable Army, and ftriking in with | 
Biward Baliol, belieged Berwick , when to relieve it | 


the whole Power ot Scotland advanced, ſo that at 
Halydon Hill the Battel was joined , and after an ob- 
ftinate bloudy Fight the Scots were routed with 
ereat {laughter ; there dyed Archibald Douglas, Earl 
of Angus, Governour of Seorland, the Earls of Sou- 
' therland, Carrick and Roſs, the three Sons of the 
Lord Walter Steward, and about 14000 of lefler rank, 


with a very inconfiderable damage to the Engliſh ; - 


whereupon Berwick ſurrendered, and Baliol was acG- 
cepted King of Scorland, ſubmitting to King Edward 
as his Homager, for the Kingdom, and he in lieu 
thereof became his Proteftor. 

King Edward having ſettled Scorland, began to 
take into Conſideration the Injuries the French had 
done, in preventing him of his Right ; as likewiſe 
by encroaching upon his Territories in that King- 
dom, and finding no redreſs by way of Embaſſy, he 
reſolved to gain it by the' Sword ; yet to juſtifie 


his Attions, he ſent his Reaſons to the College of 


Cardinals, and the better to ſtrengthen his Intereſt 
made a League with the High and Low Dutch , as 
he did with other foreign Potentates';' and now h& 
| dom, 


Edward the 111. 12 
proceeds to require a Supply, which being liberally 
given, and Moneys raiſed, by ſundry other ways, 
he raiſed a gallant Army, and croſſed the Seas to 
Antwerp, aſtuming-by the importunity of the Fle- 
mings, the Title and Armories of France, quartering 
the-Lillies with the Lions; and having all things in 
a readineſs, heentered the North part of that King- 
dom, burning and deſtroying the Country as far as 
Turwin, returning with the Spoil to Antwerp, where, 


with Philippz, his Queen , he kept Chriſtmas, azd

The French having had a taſt of the King of Eng-

of the Engliſh cauſed many of the French to leave

The Truce was no ſooner expired, but King Ed- 
ward invaded Normandy to the City of Caen, and 
over-ran the Countrey allmoſt within ſight of the 
Walls of Paris, forcing his way over the Sein, and 
where the Bridges were broken down, and the bet- 


ter to encourage his Men to beat off the French that 
guarded the farther Shoar, he entered the Water , 


at a Ford in the head of the Army, crying, He that 
loves me let him follow ; ſo marching towards Creſie, 
Mm the Province of Ponthi:u, he underſtood the 
French King was advancing with 200000 Horſe and 
Foot; nor was it long betore the two-Armies came 
in fight of each other, which made King Edward di- 
vid Ins Forces into three Battalions, giving the Van 


in charge to his Son Edward, commonly called, The 


Black Prince, through the Warlike Attions that at- 
tended his Lite, &c. the middle Battalion he reduced 
under the Command of the Earls Arundel and Norit- 


hampton; and the laſt he retained himſelf, placing : 


his Carriages in the Rear, commanding every man 
to leave his Horſe, and fight on Foot, as reſolving 
either to win the Vittory, or dye. As for the French 
Army, the King of Byhemiz, and the Earl of Alanſon, 
had the charge of the Van-guard, King Philip of the 
Main Batrel, and the Earl of Saucy of the Rear; and 
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yo ſooner the Charge was ſounded, but a bloudy ' 


Coafli enſued, whilft King Edward ſtool upon a 
hill with: his Battalion to behold the Event, and at 
the beginning the French Horſe charging with great 
Fury, made- the Prince give way, andhad allmoft 


encloſed his Battalion, which made-the Novles that | 


had the care of his Perſon ſend to the King, to ad- 
'vertize him of the danger his Son was in, when de- 
manding only whether the Priace' was alive, and cer. 
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tified that he-was, ſo inſtead of ſending the ſuccours 
demanded, he replied, Let them ſend no more to me 
for any Adventure that may befail whili my Son is altve, 
but let them either vanquiſh or dye . becauſe the Honour 


of this glorious day ſhall be ſolely his, if God ſuffer him 10 


ſurvive. ' This reſolute return not only made the 
Engliſh obſtinate in fighting, but repent they had - 
ſent to require aid; wherefore redoubling their fu- 
ry, the French were overthrown on heaps, eſpecial- 
ly by the Showres of Arrows that continually poured 
upon them, from whence ſuch a rout and diforder 
enſued, that their Horſe trampled down their Foot, 
ſo that all was in confuſion, and nothing remained 
for the Engliſh, but the Slaughter of the flying 
French:men, and the Field being entirely won, the 
King advanced and embraced his Son, encouraging 
him to futnre Glory by ſo preſperous a beginning. 
In this Battel were flain Eleven Princes, and about 
1500 Barons, Knights, and Men of Arms: Here 
fell the Kings of Bohemia, and Majorca, Earl of Alam 
fon, Duke of Lorain, Duke of Burbon, Earl Of - Flan- 
ders, Farl of Savoy, the Dauphin of Y7enois, the Earl 
of Sancerrer and Havrecourt , the Earls of Aumari and 

Nevers, With fix Counts of the Empire; the grand * 
Prior of France, and Archbiſhop of Koan ; and of the 
meaner ſort about 30000. The Englifh loſt not a- 
bove Five thouſand, and amongſt them none of con-

The King -by this means grown terrible to the 
French, marched to Cal:is, and ſtraitly befteged it, 
yet permitted about 1598 Starvelings, whom the 
Governour had turned out to ſpare Proviſion, free 
paſſage, relieving them with Vattuals, and Money, 
And now the French finding their own weakneſs , 
dealt underhand, ſtirring up the Scots, that ſo they 
might divert -the King's Forces nearer home; but 
they being encbuntred near Durham, were ovet> 
thrown, and their King David taken Priſoner , and

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in the. Encounter the Earls of Murray and Strathern, 
the Conſtable, Marſhal , Chamberlain , and- Chan» 
cellour, with many other Nobles, were (lain, The 
Noble Prifoners, beſide the King, were the Earls of 
Douglas, Fife, Weigton , Southerland, and Mentieth, 
and King Edward being ftill in France, ſent Parties 
abroad under ſeyeral Generals, who gained great 
adyantages over the French, infomuch that the 
Kingdom was quite diſheartened., not only to ſee 
their Field Forces worſted , but their Towns drop 
away very faſt, and amongſt the reſt that conſidera- 
ble one of Brigerac , where the Earl of Darby and 
Lancaſter commanding the Forces, promiſed, the bet- 
ter to encourage his Soldiers, tliat when the Town 
was taken, every Man ſhould have the Plunder of 
the firſt houſe he enterd ; when.ſo it happened that 
a common Soldier broke into the Mint-Maſter's 
Stores, and there found great ſtore of coined: and 
uncoined Gould and Silver, inſomuch that not know- 
ing how to diſpoſe of it, he acquainted the Earl 
with his Fortune, deſiring him to take it into his 
poſſeſhon; but he generouſly refuſed, ſaying, that 
his word was paſt, and he would not recall it; and 
the King having lain eleven months before Calais, 
had it ſurrendred upoa diſcretion, which was ſecon- 
ded by the News that Sir Walter de Bendley had van» 
quilhed the Marſhal of France, (lain 13 Lords, 140 
Knights, 109 Eſquires, and made 9 Lords Priſoners, 
with many:Knights, and Gentlemen of Note; ſo 
that the French ſuing for Peace, and offering extra. 
ordinary Advantages to the Engliſh, it was accorded 
upon ſundry Articles: and Limitations; but the 


French not long obſerving them, the War broke out 


again, more dreadfull than before ; for King Edward, 
who had 'withdrawn the greateſt part of his Forces, 
entred again that. Kingdom with a puilſant Army , 
laying a great part of it waſte; but in the mean 
while King Philip dying, and Fobn coming tothe 
Crown, 
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Crown, and upon his giving the Dutchy of Aquit in 
to Charles the Dauphin, King Edward, to counter-5a- 
lance him, gave it to Prince Eiward his Son , com=- 
manding him to defend it, who pailing thither with 


.. an Army, took moſt of the Towns with little refiſt- 


ence, 'when heightened with the Succeſs, he pierced 
as far as the Gates of Burges in Berry, but in his re- 
turn to Bourdeaux, Fobn the French King oppoled 
him with a very numerous Army, but notwithſtan- 
ding he had fix to one in the Field, he was over- 
thrown by the Prince, and taken Priſoner , toge- 
ther with Philip his youngeſt Son, the Archbiſhop of 
Sens, with many great Lords, and about two thous 
ſand Knights, Efquires, and Gentlemen, bearing 
Armories, and in the Fight were ſlain Fifty two 
Lords, one thouſand ſeven hundred Knights, Eſquires, 
and Gentlemen, together with the King's Standard- 
Bearer, and about tix thouſand Common Soldiers, it 
being ever the Fate of France to have the loſs fall 
heavy on the Nobility; and after many other ad- 
vantages gained, the Prince ſettling his Aﬀairs, re- 
turned to England with his Priſoners, and was recej- 
ved with great Triumph; - and Henry Picard being 
then Lord Mayor - of Zondon, at his own charge - 
feafted four Kings, viz. of England, France, Scotland, 
and Cyprus, and eight days were taken up in giving, 
Glory to God for the Vitory; and the King not - 
thinking the Engliſh Intereſt in France ſufficiently ſe- 
cured, (ent over a Fleet of 1108 Sail, and coming 
with his Army before the Walls of Paris, he knigh--- 
ted, for their better Fncouragement in military 
Atchieyments, 4oo Efſquires and Gentlemen, 
but- at length, through many Mediations and Inter- 
cethons, it was concluded that King Eqward and his 
Son, ſhould ever releaſe unto King Fohn, and his 
Heirs, theRight and Claim they had to'the .Crown 


of France, and Dutchy of Normandy, &c, and in lien 


thereof. King Fobn, and his Son, ſhould for them and 
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their Heirs, - releaſe unto King Edward, and his 
Heirs ,' the entire Countrey of Aguztain, Santogne, 
and their Dependences, £5. That King Fohz ſhould 


pay 300000 Schuts of Gold, each valuedat fix Shil- ' 
liggs eight pence Sterling ; which Agreement was 


ratified at Calais, but not all performed ;- for now 


+ the Black Prince dying, Anno 1377. in the 46th year 


of his Age, and the King growing in years, .and 
ſickly, matters abroad were negletted , and . the 
French renewed thar Encroachments; nor did the 
King long ſurvive the death of that dear Soa, for 
having appointed the Son of that Prince-to ſucceed 
him in the Throne, he dyed on the 21ſt of Fune, 
Anno '377- in the 51ift year of his Reign, and-wa, 
the 31ſt ſole Monarch of England, &c. 

This Edward was King of England and .France, 
Lord of Jreland, and Duke of Aquitain, eldeft Son to 
Edward the Second by //abel his Queen, Daughter 
to: Philip the Fair, King of France, he dyed at Shene 
in Surry, and was buried at Weſtminſter ; his Wife 


was Philip, Daughter to the Earl of. Zanault and ' 


Holland, by whom he. had Iſſue Edward the Blick 
Prince, William of Hatfield, Lionel Duke of Clarence , 
Fohn of Gaunt , Duke of Lancaſter, Edward Earl of 


Cambridge, and Duke of York, William of Windſor, and 


Thomas of Woodſtock, Duke of Glouceſter, Iſabel mar- 
ried to Ingelram of Guiſnes, Earl of Soyſons, and Arch 
Duke of Auſtria, Foan eſpouſed by proxy to Alphons 
the Eleyenth, King of Caſiile and Zeon, but dyed be- 
fore the. conſummation of the Nuptials, Blanch wha 
dyed. young, ary married to Fobn Montfort, Duke 
of Bretaigne, and Margaret married to Fobn de Ha- 
fting, karl of Pembroke,

JHis Richard was Son to Edward the Black Prince, ©: 


_ he was crowned on the 22ſt of Fune, 1379 
1a. the eleventh Year of his Age , but the Govern 
ment growing out of Frame, by reaſon of the King's 
Nonage, and the Differences amongft the Nobility, 
the French took the opportunity to-invade ſome Sea 
coaſt Towns, and the Scots were emboldemsd to ens. 
ter England, burning Koxborough; and' to acgment 
the viſeries of the Engliſh the Peſtilence raged. fear- 
fully .ia the Northern parts , . ſo that-the glorious 
Face of things ſeemed utterly to be changed ; but a 
| better Accord enſuing , the Earl of Northumberland 

' regained Berwick; and in the Year 1379. a Parlia- 
ment being beld at london, where it was agreed that 
the more wealthy ſort ſhould be taxed for the King's 
preſent occaſions, and the. poorer exempted ; but 
this held not long, for the next year another Parli-" 
ament being called at Northampton, a Poll Tax. was 
agreed on, that every Perfon of either Sex, above 
the Age of Sixteen , ſhould pay 12 peace a head, 
(OP WHICH 
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which was looked upon as ſo great a Grievance, that 

many refuſed not only to pay it, but took up Arms, 
eſpecially in Xenr, Surry, Efex, Norfolk, Suffolk, and 
* Cambridgeſhire, under the Leading of thoſe notori- 
ous Perſons Fack Srraw, and Wat. Tylkr, who making 
* no leſs than one hundred thouſand came to London, 
where the multitude fided with them, and commit- 
ted many outrages, as burning the Priory of Saint 
Fohbr's, the Duke of LZancafter's Palace at the Savoy, 
as likewiſe the Archbiſhop of Canterbury's Goods at 
Lambeth, defacing_- all Rolls, Records, and Writings, 
wherever they found them, as-profeſſing themſelves 
great Enemies to the Law ; nor did tiis ſuffice, but 
dragging the Archbiſhop, then Chancellour of Er- 
Lland, and Sir Robert Hales, Lord Prior of St. Fobn's, 
, out of the Tower, though the King was preſent, 
they in a rude and barbarous manner heheaded them 
on logs of Timber, with loud Shouts and Rejoicings, 
and proceeded .to exhibite many unreaſonable Peti- 
tions, yet neceſſity conftrained the King either to 
diſſemble their Infolence , or grant them their De- 


2, Þands; whereupon many diſperſed , went to their 


reſpettive Habitations, and the reſt rhe King by his 
Proclamation ordered to meet him in Smirhbfiell, with 


promiſes of Satisfaftion , where in great numbers - 


they came, armed with a Mefſeline of Weapon , 
headed by Wat. Tyler, who in preſence of the King 
uſing inſolent Speeches, and attempting to kill Sir 
Fohn Newton for contraditting him, William Walworth, 


Lord Mayor of London, being by, and no longerable- * 
to endure ſuch Arrogance, after ſome Expreſſions 


of his Reſentment, ftabbed Tyler with a Dagger , 


which his companions perceiving. prepared to take - 


4 bloudy Revenge ; but the King taking, courage, 


ſpurred forward, commanding them to follow him, | 


declaring that he would be their Captain, and in 


the mzan while Walworth armed the Citizens, and | 


cams with a thouſand well appointed men, bearing 
Tyler's 
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Tyler's Head on a Spear before them, by which heſo 
dauntedthe rout, - that they threw down theis Wea- 
pons, and-beſaught the King's Mercy , with a Pro» 
miſe of future Obedience; and Walworth for this, 
A&t was knighted, with a Donative of one hundred 
pounds a-year free Land; and from this Attion ma+« 
ny will have it that the Dagger was added to the Ci» 
ty Arms; and ſoon after this Fack Srraw, and about 
1500- others were executed upon the account of this 
Rebellion, Straw at his death confelking that their 
Deſign was to murther the King and Nobles, and 
ſet up petty Kings of their own chufing in every 
Shire, | 
The Nation being better at quiet, the King be- 
thought himſelf of Marrying, and in order to it ha- 
ving treated with the Emperour, Charles the Fourth, 
for the Lady Anne his Daughter , ſhe was ſent into 
England, and the Nuptials were celebrated , upon 
which a Peace with France enſued; yet the Scots 
continued to invade the Northern- parts, - though 
with various Succeſs; but this was not all; for the 
King advancing divers perſons of mean worth to the 
higheſt Dignities, or at leaft the greateſt Favours, 
and places of Truſt; the Nobles began to murmur, 


and. fall off, ſo that although a Parliament was cal» 


led, they would. not grant the King anv Aids, unleſs 
his Favourites were removed or degraded, which he 
could not well digeſt, and therefore reſolved to find 
out ſome other way to ſupply his-Coffers ; in order 
to which he ſeized upon the Eftates and Effetts of 
ſundry that had withdrawn themſelves, and conſfuk 
ting his Lawyers for his better juſtification, about 
ſundry. Articles of Treaſon, in the compaſs of which 
the Lords that ftood out might fall, he got then 
ſubſcribed at Nottingham by &obert Trifilian , Chief 
Juſticiar, Robert Belknzp, Chief Juſtice of the Come

Burgh,. Juſticiars, as likewiſe by Fobz Lcfon, Serie 
| ant 
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ant at Law, whereupon he proclaimed them Trai- 
tors, and both fides armed; but the King finding 


_ the Lords too powerfull for him, and that they had 


diſcovered the Snares he had laid to entrap them, 
thought it no time to oppoſe his ſmall number againſt 
forty thouſand men, but ſhut himfelf up” with ſuch 
Forces as he had in the Tower of Zon4on , where he 
had laid up Stores for bis Subſiſtence, if things came 
to farther Extremity. x 

The King withdrawn, the Lords came to Wef- 
minfer, and there aſſembling to conſult what was to 
be done, they reſolved to diſpatch a Meſſenger, to 
let the Ring know, that if he left not the Tower , 
and came quickly to them, that things might be bet- 
ter ſettled, and ordered, they would proceed to 
chuſe a King that ſhould and would hearken to, and 
the Judgment and Counſet of his Peers. This, 
though much againſt his will, conftrained him to 
meet them at Weſtminſter, and after ſome debate 


conſented to remove from his Perſon Alexander Nee | 


wil, Archbiſhop of York, the Bifhops of Durham and 
Chicheſter, the Lords Zouch and Beaumont, and ma» 
ny others, with certain chargeable Court-Ladies , 


who were maintained as Spies upon the Attions of 


the Nobility; and the better to make up the breach 
a Parliament was ſummoned, in which the Judges 
were called to an Account, for the ſubſcribing of the 
Articles, and:other matters, and moſt of them being 
arreſted, as they ſate in Judgment, were ſent Priſo- 
ners to the Tower, but Trif:/iax took an opportuni- 
ty to eſcape, yet being apprehended, he was in the 
morning ſentenced in Parliament, and it the After- 
noon, purſuant to that Sentence, as one that had 
wheedlked in the reſt to a compliance , he was con» 
veyed to Tyburn, and there, had his Throat cut by 


Hand of the common Executioner, and many others. 


were put to death as evil Counſelours, and Betray- 
ers of the Peopic.. - The Eftates of the _ chief

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Favourites were likewiſe confiſcated ; but the Scots 
at the ſame time invading the Northern Parts, the 
Proceedings were not carried on to the highth as .

King Henry ſeeing the Storm that he was bound 
to oppoſe, commanded two hundred Archers to 
lodg in a Meadow, ſecured againft the French 
Horſe, with ſtrong buſhes, and a large Di.cch; pla- 
cing likewiſe Archers in the Front of the Battel 
and to ſecure them they had long Takes, ſhod with 
Iron, to ſtick flantwiſe againſt the breaking in bf 
the Horſe, which might be removed as accaftion re- 
quired, ranging the Hoaft into three Battalions, 
flanking the whole with Archers; and that he might 
not be hid on ſo eminent a day , he wore on his 
Helmet a ſmall Crown of Gold, riding from Rank 


toRank, and giving necaſſary Orders in all places, 


declaring that England ſhould never be charged with 
his'Ranſome , but that he reſolyed either to con- 
quer or dye; and thgn, commanding his Standard

my being worſted; and unable to ſuſtain the Fury of 
the Engliſh, fled without fighting, leaving the Vic« 
ory, with infinite ſpoil, and a great number of Pri- 
ſoners, to a handfull of Men, in a manner naked, 
and allmoſt hatf ſtarved which may convince the 
World, that Viftory depends not upon the Arm of 
Fleſh , but ſcarcely was the Field cleared of the 
French, before another Army bigger than that of 
the Engliſh, which was coming to their Aid, and 
knowing nothing of the Defeat, appeared upon the 
Hills, and the King fearing the great number of 
n_ FPriſoners might turn againſt him, during the heat: 
"Tof the Fight cauſed them all, as a Maxim of felf- 
yelcryation, except thoſe - che greateſt Quality, 
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to be killed,. and then ſent a Herauld to ſummon 
them to fight, or depart .immediately , for if they 
layed whilſt he charged them, they muſt expe@ 
no Quarter; whereupan the King of Sicily, who 
commanded in chief, not thinking it convenient 
with thoſe Forces to diſpute what. fo great an Army 
bad loft,.drew off; ſo that King Henry finding him- 
ſelf- an. entire. Conquerour, . fell on - his .Knees 
and commanding all , both Officers and coldiers,

_ wen the Glory, And having learned the name of the 
place , he ſaid, Let this be called rhe Battel of Agin- 
court ail poſterity. 

In this-Battel -were ſlain of the French one thou- 
fand Princes ,, Noblemen, Knights , and Eſquires , 
and ten thouſand common Soldiers. The Priſoners 
of note were Charles Duke of Orleance, Fobn Duke of 
Burbon , the Earl of Richmond, Lowis de Burbon, the 
Count de Yendoſme,the Earl of En, Edward de Roven, 
and'divers others. The Engliſh loft of Note were 
the Duke -of Zork, and Earl of Suffolk, with two 
Knights, and David Gam Efquire ; the common Sol- 
diers that fell were very inconſiderable,ſome not al- 
{owing above one hundred twenty eight, but that 
ſcems ſomewhat partial. 

Ths next day after this Battel Henry marched with 
the ſpoil, and his Priſoners , off the Field towards 
Calais, his Soldiers now having Cloaths, and plen- 
ty of all Necefſaries; and having fortified the 
Towns he& had taken, and given neceſſary Orders, 
he came for England, and was received in London 
with Triumph,. and there preſented with one thou- 
fand pounds, .and two Gold Baſons, and calling a 
Parliament, . he had a Subſidy of .a Tenth granted 
for the-carrying on his Wars in France , which not 
ſufficing,, ' he pawned his Crown to Cardinal Beau- 
fort, us UnCkle, and his Jewels to the Lord Mayor

-he ſhould be weary of the Enterprize; 

This Treaty proving ineffectual, the King took 
the Town of Ponthois, and gave large ſpoil to his 
Soldiers, which obliged the French King to remove 
his Court from Paris to Troyis in Champaigne; and 
now to facilitate the Engliſh Conqueſts, the Dau- 
phin. having put a ſeniible Aﬀront upon the Queen, 
his Mother, {he conceived a mortal hatred, and la- 
boured to ruine him, coffederating with the Duke 
of Burgundy ,, and procuring her ſelf, by reaſon of 
the King's Imbecility, to he made Rexent of France ; 
and ſoon after the Dauphin cauſing Fohn Duke of 
Burgundy to be ſlain in his preſence, as he came to 
doe him Homage, for contriving, as he ſaid, the 


7 death of Lewis Duke of Orleance, that he might the 


better ſway the Kingdom under an infirm King. Phi- 
lip, the young Duke of Burgundy, to revenge his Fa- 
ther's death, cloſed with King Henry, and proceeded 
to perſuade Charles, the French King, to difinherit 
the Dauphin, and give the Lady X atharine IN Mora 
riage to the King &-Frglernd; and the Queen ſecon- 
ding this-Proje(t, it was effetted, and a Peace con- 
cluded between -the two Crowns upon divers Arti- 
cles, the chief being, That Charles and Tſabel ſhould 
retain the name of King and Queen, and hold all 
their Dignities, Rents and Poſfſeffions, during their 
natnral Lives. That after their deaths the Crown 
and Realm of France ſhould, with all its Rights and 
Appurtenances, remain unto the King of England 
and his Heirs for ever; and that by reaſon of the 
Infirmity of King Charles, therefore during his Life, 
the Aﬀairs of the Realm of France, together with 
the Government thereof, ſhould remain in the King 
Henry, {o that thenceforth he ſhould govern the 
Realm, and admit to his Council and Aſſtſtence , 
with the Council of Fraxce, ſuch of the —_ Nev 
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lea-F bility as he ſhould ſee convenient, with othef Arti 


nee, 


cles, to the number of thirty, very advantageous to 
the Enyliſh, were all ſworn to at Trezis , May, the 
30th; 1420. and proclaimed in Zondon the Fune fol- 
lowing, and Homage [worn to King Henry, who was 
proclaimedRegent ol France ; and on the 3d of Fune 
the Marriage was celebrated in the preſence of di- 
yers of the chief Nobility of England and France at 
Treyis, with great Pomp- and Splencour , and they 
rode in Triumph to take Poſſeſt:on of the Palace in 
Paris, and a Parliament of the three: Eftates were 
aſſembled in that City , who confirmed - what had 
been done by the Kings; and it was there likewiſe 
ratified by the General Eftates of the Realm, and 
Sworn to particularly on the Holy Evangeliſt by the 
French Noblemen and Ruters, Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, who moreover {ealed the Inſtruments which 
were ſent over to be kept in the King's Exchequer 
at Weſtminſter ; which done, the King left the Duke 
of Clarence his Lieutenant-in France , and came for 
England with his Queen, where he was received with 
Joy and Triumph , cauling-her to-be crowned at 
weftminfter, and then procceded to call a- Partiament 
for farther Supplies, to maintain his War againſt 
the Dauphin , who ftill ſtood out to recover the 
Kingdom; but the Commons exhiting a Petition of 


# Poverty, he again pawned his Crown to Cardinal 


Beauftrt for 20000 pounds, and paſled into France 
with .gooo Hor le,and 24060 Foot, and his-preſence 
there was-necellary ; for the Dauphin, ftrengthen- 
ed by Forces for Scotland, under the Leading of the 


'Earl of Buchanan, and Archibald Douglas, defeated and 


killed the Duke of Clarence, took the Earls of Hux- 
tindon, Somerſet, and others, Priſoners; and heigh- 
tened with that Succeſs, he laid Siege to Alenzpn, 
and cut: off the Proviſions of Paris, but the Kink's- 
Appreach made him to retire to Bury.

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King- Zenry ſoon recovered what the Dauphin had 
taken, and drove him to great diftreſs; but when 
this great King had triumphed over that mighty 
Kingdom with unconquerable Fortune and Succeſs, 
and annexed it fully to the Crown of England, death 
laid his Arreſt upon him, for falling ſick of a bur- 
ning Fever and Flux, he dyed- on the 3oth of 4u- 
Luſt , 1422. at Bloice de Yincennois, and his Body 
brought over, was buried with pomp at Weſtminfter, 
hard by the Tomb of Edward the Confefſour , ap- 
Pointing by his laſt Will and Teſtament his younger 
Brother, Humphry Duke of Glouceſter, Protettour of 
England, his Brother Fobn, Duke of Bedford, Regent 
of France, and Thomas Beaufort Guardian of his Son 
Henry , born a little before at Windſor, contrary to 
the King's expreſs command , who when he heard 
the Queen had lain in at that place, prophetically 
fpake, viz. Good God?! I Henry of Monmouth ſhall 
bave but a ſhort Reign, and win much; but Henry of 
Windfor ſhall reign long, and loſe all; yet God's Will be 
gone. 

This Henry was King of England, and France, and 
Lord of Ireland, eldeft Son of Henry the Fourth by 
Mary his Queen : He began his Reign on the 20th 
of Merch, 1412, and reigned 9 Years, 5 Months, 
and 10 days, and was the 34th ſole Monarch of Z- 
21land.

Enry of Windſor, fo called from the place of his 

Birth ,upon the death of his Father, was crow- 
ned when he exceeded not eight Months of age, the 
Queen holding him in her lap whilft the Solemnity 
was performed, to whom his Nurtriture and Educa« 
tion was committed , but his Minority much diſad- 
yantaged the Engliſh Intereſt in France; for old 
King Charles dying, Charles his Son greatly ftrength- 
ned his party, and although he was called by the 
Engliſh in derifion only King of Burry, as having 
little more left him, yet-now he -encroached upon 
the Engliſh, wreſting from them ſundry places by 
the help of Aids from Scotland and /taly, which 
made the Engliſh Regent think it time to give him 
Fattel, and accordingly the Armies joyned near 
YVernoli, where the French were overthrown, the 
Regent doing wonders in his own perſon, and there 
were ſlain the Confſtahle and Lieutenant of France, 
the Earls of igron and Yantadour, with about five 
thouſand -others, and the Duke of 4/4n30n taken 
Priſoner, upon which Victory the Engliſh befieged 
Monts in Main,and haveg with his Cannon made a 
great breach in the Wall, it was ſurrendered, anda 
little while after, the Earl of Salizhury beſieged 0r- 
leance,and brought it to luch diſtreſs, that the Gari- 
ſon was wiling to ſarrender to the Duke of Burgun- 
dy, but the Earl refuſed it, which fo offended the 
Duke, that he declined the Englſih Intereft, which. 
proved very prejudicial.

of Somerſet, the Earls of Northumberland and Stafford, 
together with the Lord Clifford, and divers other 
Knights and Gentlemen of the Royal Party ſlain. 
H-nry being brought to london, a Parliament was 
called, in which the Memories and Honours of Hum 
pbrey Duke of Glouceſter were reftored z. and thoſe 
that had-taken up-Arms under the Duke of York, 
indempnifted of the Treaſon, and that Duke crea- 
ted Prote&our of - England, The Earl of Saluaury 
made Chancellour, and the Earl of Warwick, his Song 
I Captain of Calais: And thus having gotten the 
Power into their hands, they worked out the Coun- 
ſellours and Favourites of the King, placing ſuch in 
their ſtead as would ftickle for their Intereft. | The 
Diviſions gave the Frencit the boldneſs to make dif- 
cents into ſeveral places: | In.

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ter anather Battel was fought at Ludlow, where the 
Duke and his Adherents received a-great overthrow, 
and the Town of Zadlow laid in Ruines for adhering 
to the Yorkifts ; and hereupon a Parliament was-cal- 
led, wherein the Duke of Zork, the Earls of March, 
Salsbury, and Rutland, and others, were attainted, 
of High Treafon, .and had their Eſtates confiſcated; 
But.o0n-the gth-of Fuly 1460, the Scale turned , for 
in 2 fatal Battel at Northampton the King was-over- 
thrown by-means of the revolt -of the-Lord Grey of 
Ruther; and in this Battel on the King's part there 
were ſlain the Duke of Buckingham, the Earl of Shrew.

Priſoner,-and carried to Londen, where in a-Parlia- 
ment, begun-the 8th of Ofober, the Duke of York 
laid Claim to the Crown, and ſet forth his Pedigree, 
and prged.it fo far, that the Parliament came to a 
conclution, That Henry ſhould enjoy the Crown du- 
Ting his natural-Life, but then it-ſhould fall to the 
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to be utterly excluded; and accordingly the -Duke 
was proclaimed Heir apparent-to the Crown : But 
Queen Margaret, who was in the North raiſing For-| 
ces, reſolved not to ſtand to what her Husband had 
been forced to conſent to, but to maintain the right] 
of her Son Prince Edward; but having gathered : 
conſiderable, Army , ſhe march=d towards London 
againſt her the Dake drew out, aud near Wakefield a 
bloudy and doubtfull Batte! was faught, in which 
the Duke of 7ork was {lain, liis Forces overthrown, 
his Son, the Earl of Rutlend, killed begging bis Life 
on his Knees , and the Earl of Salibury taken Priſc- 
ſer, :and beheaded; the Duke's head was cut off, 
and a Paper Crown ſet upon it, by way of deriſion 
and thus had ended the fatal Quarrel betweeop tie 
Houſes of York and Zancafter, had not Edirard Earl; 
( 
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Henry the VI. —_— 
of March, eldeſt Son to the Duke of Zork, advanced 
with a great Army ,. gathered in the Marches of 
Wales, and near Aortim:r's Croſs in Zudlow fought 
with the Queens Army, when at the joining of_the 
Battel three Suns appeared in the Firmament, which 
immediately united into one. In this Battel the 
Queens Forces were overthrown with great Slaugh- 
ter, and Owen Tudor , Father in law to King Henry 
VIE. being taken Priſoner, was, together with 
Sir Fohn Scudemore, and his two-Sons, beheaded ; but 
An. 1450+ the Queen overthrew the Earl of March 
ia a great Batte!, at St. Albans, reſcuing Ring Hen» 
ry out of his hands, who was brought thither to 
countenance the Soldiers; but the Londoners fided 
with him, and upon the Queens drawing off to the 
North, proclaimed him King of England, &c. And 
here Hiſtorians put an end to King Henry's Reign, 
thotgh he lived much longer, as will appear in the 
ſucceeding Reign ; his Wife was Margarer, Daugh- 
ter to K-ynate, King of Feruſalem, &c. by her he 
had Iſue Edward. 

This Henry was King of England, and France, and 
Lord of trel:nd, the onely Child of Henry the Fifth 
by Katharine his Queen; he began his Reign on the 
30th of Anguſt, 1422. and reigned thirty eight 
Years, 6 Months, and 3 Days, being the thirty fitth 
ſole Monarch of England , and was ſtabbed to the 


'Wheart in the Tower by Azchard4 Duke of Glouceſter , 


Brother to Etward the Fourth, on the 20th of 2ay; 


$147. in the 46th Year of his Age, buried firſt in 


the Abbey of Chartſey, in Surry, afterwards remo- 
ved to Windſor by Henry the Seyenth, then removed 
again none knows where. In his time many ſtrange 
Accidents happened, portending the Woez and Mi-

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Thus the good pious King, bereft of Crowns, 
Bore patiently the Wreck of Fortune”s fromns ; 
Tet murtherous minds were not with this content, 
But in a fiream of Bloud to Heaven he's ſent.

* Dward the eldeſt Son to Richard, Duke of York, 
in the beginning of his Reign, found great 
oppoſition from the Lancafrians, who pitying the 
Misfortune of pious King Henry, raiſed Forces in ma- 
ny parts; he was crowned at Weſiminfter ; but the 
Citizens, who had been the greateſt Sticklers for 
him, not finding him anſwer their expettations, in 
periorming the Promiſes he had made them, began 
to decline his Intereft, however he marched againſt 
the Forces raiſed in the North, giving the Lord 
Fitz-walter battel at Ferrybrids , near Pontefrait, 
but-not being able to maintain it, he was there, with 
moſt of his men, cut in pieces by #enry's Forces , 
when both Armies facing on the Plain between Tons 
z0n, and Saxton , on the 28th of March they joined

The Queen, a Woman of a Martial Spirit, by her 
Intereſt in Franze had by this time gatten a.conſide- 
rable number of Men; but failing for Scotland, and af. 
terwards making for Enzland, her Flcet was ſcatte- 
red by a Tempeſt; fo that ſhe and her Husband 


-} were left ſolely to the Aid of the Scots, and with 


what Forces they could gather , marched as far as 
the Biſhoprick of Durham; but the Forces of the 
Scots were defeated at Hegely Moor, where Sir Ralph 
Percie dying , ſaid: in alluſion of his Oath to King 
Henry . I bave ſaved the Bird in my Breaft, And ano- 
ther defeat: happening at Z/exam Ferics, Fortune 
feemed utterly averſe; and. that poor Prince co- 
ming out of Scotland into England in diſguiſe, was be+ 
trayed, and apprehended as he (at at Dinner in Wa- 
dington-Hall, and inan ignominious manner brought 
to London, with his Legs bound under the Horſes bel- 
ly, and ſecured as a Priſoner in the Tower. 

King Edward by the Tmpriſonment of Henry, con» 
ceiving himſelf more ſecure, ſent the Earl of War 
wick to woo for him in the Court of Savoy; but 
whilſt he earneſtly ſollicited , and had broyght the

of the Eſtates; News came that King Edward had 
married the Lady Elizabeth Grey, .Widow to Sir Fohn

ereſhim for ker Jointure; and becauſe he could not

compaſs hisends without Marriage ; that vertuous 
Lady difdaining to be:the Harlot, even of a puiſſant 
King, he reſolved againſt the Minds of his Friends 
to obtain his defires, - by making her his Wife. This 
{o fenſibly touched the Earl of Warwick, in refle&- 
10g upon his Honour, in ſerving a Maſter of ſo little 
Conſtancy, that although he had been mainly In+ 
ſtrumental,' in helping him to the Kingdom he 
changed his love into mortal hatred, and working 
upon George Duke of Clarence to favour his deſign 


and by ſecret Praftices, they ſtirred up a Commo-ſ 


tion in the North, where one Robert Huldren hea- 
ded 15000 of the Commons, but he being executed 
Sir Fohn Conyers undertook to head them, Proclai- 
ming as they paſſed, that King Edward was an unjuſt 
Prince, and unprofitable to the Kingdom; when 
to ſurpreſs theſe diſorders, he ſent an Army under 
the leading of the Earl of Pembroke, who joyned Bat- 
tel near Banbury, and had been victorious, had not 
one Fohn Clapham, Eſq; and Servant to the Earl of 
Warwick, come in the heat of the Fight, and diſplay- 
ed his Maſter's Colours, whoſe Cogniſance was the 
White Bear, and by crying a Warwick, ſo diſmayed 
the Welſhmen, of whom moſt of the Army was com- 
poled that thereby thinking the Earl was come in 
with his party, they threw down their Arms , and 
betook them toflight, leaving their General, whoj 
valiantly fighting, was taken Priſoner; together

Country, Proclaiming King Hezry. but encounte- 
ring King Etwards Forces and himſelf in a bloudy 
Fattel, made Priſoner; the Lincolnſhire Men, of 
which the Army was moſtly compoſed, threw of 
the:rCoats,with the Earls badge on them & in great 
Confuſion left the Field, ſo that from that it was 
called the tattel of Zo9/i-Coatfield, upon which de- 
teat, and the putting Sir Rovert with many others to 
death. The Duke of Clarence Earl of Warwick,and 
divers Nobles, found themlelves obliged to paſs the 
Seas, but were refuted enterance at Calais, of which 
place YYarwick was Captain,by one Yawclear whom

married the Lady Margaret his Sifter, whilſt his 
Queen took Santtuary in Weſtminſter, where ſhe was 
gelivercd of a Son, afterwards Chriftened by the 
name of Edward, and other Santtuarys were filled 
with the King's Friends, and ſuch as had adhered 
to him. This diſorder gave the Kentiſh men an op-Þ: 
Portunity to riſe in Arms, and do great miſchief, 
eſpecially in and about the City of Zondon, and had 
been greater, but the Earl entered with his Army, Þ 
and put an end to thoſe diſorders, and ſet King 
Henry at liberty, who had been a Priſoner in the 
Tower, for almoſt the ſpace of Nine years, convey- 
ig himto the King's Palace in great Triumph , 
where on the 13th. of OZobey he was crowned again, |- 
and went with-the Crown on his headto St. Pau!'s Ft 
Church, the Earl of Wrwick bearing up his Train, | 
and the Earl of Oxford carrying the Sword before 
him, whilſt the people cryed, God ſave Xing Henry, 
and a Parliament being called to ſit at Weſtminſter, 
the 26th. of November, King Edward was declared a 
Traitor to his Country,and a Uſurper of the Crown, 
his Goods and Lands were confiſcated, and this.

Fobn Liſle; and on both fides about 10000 of all 
ſorts; But thus ended not the Conteſts for the 
Crown; for Queen Margaret, in the right of her. 
Husband, andSon, ra:{ed a ſtrong Power, Anno De. 
mini 1471. and gave the King Battel at-Tewxvury; 
but Fortune now turned fatally averſe to the Queen, 
and her Family; for loſing the day, with the death, 
of Fobn Lord Somerſet, Fobn Courtney , Earl of De-ſþ 
vonſhire, Sir Fohn Delues, Sir E4ward Fampden, Si 
Robert Whitingham , Sir Fohn Leukner , and ſevera 
others; and a great many of lefſer note. The Queen 
in this rout fled, and. betook her ſelf to a religious 
houſe for ſantuary, but was takan thence, and 
made cloſe Priſoner ; young Prince Edward, her Son; 
was taken in his flight by Sir Richard Crofts , who 
preſented him to King Edward, who having a whileſſ, 
beheld him with a ſtern countenance, demanded 
how he durft preſume with Banners diſplayed to di- 
fturb kis Kingdom; to which the Prince replied, 
that what he did was to recover his Father's Ring- 
doms, and his moſt rightfull Inheritance, But how 
dare you, continned the Prince , being but a SubjeT, 
diſplay your Colours again# your Liege Lord? Upon this 
reſolute replie, King Edward unworthily ſtruck him 
on the Mouth with his Gantlet, when Richard Dake 
of Glouceſter , baſely taking the hint, tabbed him, 
and the Wound being ſeconded by ſome of the Ser- 
vants, the poor Prince fell dead at the King's feet. 
Things being carried at an extraordinary highth, 
Edmund Duke of Somerſet , the Prior of St. Fobn's, 
with divers Knights and Eſquiers, who had taken 
ſanftuary, were contrary to the Cuftome of thoſe 
times, taken thence by force, and-executed at Tewx- 
bury; and-ſoon after Richard, Duke of GlouceFer, the 
King's Brother, ſtabbed the pious King Zexry to the 
heart in the Tower of London, and his body was ex- 
poſed in a Colin at St. Paul's, to convince the Peg- 
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{dward the IV. 17 
.Þlc be was dead. As for the Queen, ſhe continued 
&veral years a Priſoner , but at length her Father 
nortgaged moſt of his Principalities to pay her 
Kanſome, and ſhe thereupon was ſent over Sea , 
here in much ſorrow and perplexity ſhe languiſhed 
dut the reſt of her days; and by this means the Lan» 
Taſtrians being utterly diſabled to make head, King

mony was performed with-great Splendour ; Quee 
Ann, Daughter to the great Earl of Warwick; bein 
Crowned with him , who had been contratted ti 
Prince Edward, Son to Henyy the Sixth, and the mort 
to ingratiate with the people, he diſcharged th: 
Arch-Biſhop of York, and the. Lord Stanly fron 
their Impriſonment, taking his Seat likewiſe in th 
Court of King's-Bench, and-there pronouncing pat 
don for all Offences committed againſt him, and a 
the intreaty of the Univerſity of Oxford, Fohn Mor 
r07, Biſhop of Ely, was delivered into the hands 0 
the Duke of Buckingham, who ſent him in clgſe con 
finenlent to his Caſtle of Brecknock inY7Yales,and ther 
ſuffered him to continue upon his Parole.

This cruel 
execution, little inferiour to what Richard the 11.

il lip, King of. Spain, and Archduke of Auſtria, in 
whoſe Countries the Earl remaired, being at Sea, 
was driven into the Weſt of England by Streſs of. 
Weather, of which Henry had no ſooner notice, but. 
he haſted to receive and entertain him, which he 
did in a moſt ſp'endid manner, and with ſome diffi- 
culty procured his Promiſe to ſend him over the Earl 
a Priſoner, proteſting his Lite ſhould be ſecured to, 
him , and accordingly he was ſent over and tecured:

232 The Lives and Reign of 
appointment, the Convention met at Weſtminſeer, 
where the Lord Marqueſs of Hallifax held the place 
as Speaker, in the Houſe of Lords, Herry Powe?!, 
Eſq; did the like in that of the Commons : And 
after ſome Debates and Confiderations, for the 
Settlement of Afﬀairs, they made an AAdreſs of 
Thanks for the Royal Care 2nd Condut ; and at 
their Intreaty a further continuation of the Ad- 
miniftration was Accepted; and the days were Ap- 
pointed for a Publick Thankſgiving for the great 
Deliverance of theſe Kingrtoms, But in Jreland 
things went not on ſo proſpcroully, for the Earl of 
Tyrconnel greatly oppreſſed the Proteſtants, ſuffered 
the Papiſts to plunder their Houſes, every where 
diſarming them, an putting them out of p'aces of 
Traſt ; however in ſeveral parts of that Kingdom 
the Proteftants, under the leading of Noblemen 
and others, gave them notable overthrows. But 
the Popiſh party relying upon the Succours they 
expetted from France, gave not over their Ravages 
and OQutrages. However great preparations were 
made in En2land to reduce that Kingdom to Obedi- 
ence, and ſome Stores of Ammunition and Pro- 
viſions ſent from Scotland ; and care was taken to 
top ſuch as were going over, anda prohibitiun was 
laid on French Goods and Manufactures, (5c, 

And now the deſire of the people being to ſee

Matters prepared in readin#ſs for ſo great and 
ſolemn an Occaſion; the Lords and Commons on 
the 32th of February, having acquainted them with 
what they had done, and obtained their Conſent.

the Bailiff of Weftminſter, and his mer entred and 
were received by the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, Re- 
corder, Sheriffs, &c. When having made a Second 
Proclamation, they paſſed to Wood-ftreet end in 
Cheapſide, and there Proclaimed a Third time, and 
the like was done beſore the Royal Exchange in Corn- 
hill, and immediately the great Guns made it 
known to remote parts; the Evening, being conclu- 
ded with the Ringing of Bells, 'Bonfires and other 
demonftrations of Joy. Nor was it leſs upon the 
like Proclamation of their Majeſtys in the principal 
Burroughs and Towns of England and Wales. And 
two days following his Majeſty was pleaſed to give 
the two Houſes a further Aﬀurance of his Care and 
ProteQion for the preſervation of their Religion, 
Laws and Liberties; and that he was deſirous to 
concur with them in any thing that ſhould be for 
the good of the Kingdom, and do what in him lay 
to advance the Glory and Welfare of the Nation. 
And thereupon publifhed his Royal Declaration to 
reſtrain diſorderly perſons, who took the liberty 
to kill the Deer, and cut down the Timber in di- 
vers Chaces- and Foreſts, cauſing the Ports in the 
Weſt facing Ireland to be ſtopped, to prevent diſ- 
affefted perſons from paſſing over to Tyrconnel : 
And the City of Zondon, by the Lord Mayor, Al- 
dermen, and divers of the Commons, Congratula- 
ted their- Majeftys. upon their happy Accelhon to 
the Throne; and on the 18th of February the Ring 
went to the Houſe of Lords, Royally attended, and 
toeo.his Place-on the Throne : when the Gentleman 
taſher of the-Black Rod, had grder to. Summon up

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the Commons, and they accordingly attending at 


| the Bar of the Lords Houſe, his Majefty let them 


know how ſenſible he was of their kindneſs; and 
how much he eſteemed and valued the confidence 
they had Repoſed in him, giving them Aſſurance

lefſen their good opinion of him, recommending to 
them the Care of the Allies abroad, and the dan- 
gerous ftate of Jreland, . &c. And ſoon after his 
Majeſty being waited on by tle Biſhop of Londen 
and about ' 100, of the London Clergy, with an 
humble Tender of their duty, and fidelity he was 
pleaſed to exprels his Gracious promiſe of Protettion 
and Encouragement- And the two Houſes reſolved 
into a free Parliament ; his Majeſty gave the Royal 
Aſent to an A intituled an AC for the removing 
and preventing all queſtions and diſputes about the 
Aſſembling and'Sitting of this preſent Parliament ; 
putting out his Royal Declaration for bringing in 
and reſtoring Arms, imbezled during the disban- 

dings and ditorder, in the late King's Army. 
During theſe proſperous proceedings, we had 
frequent news from Jreland, that the Earl of Tyr- 
connel laboured to increaſe his Army, and to draw 
away thoſe that yet remained unſhaken; to preyent 
which, his Majeſty was pleaſed to Ive out his 
Proclamation, offering a pardon of Indemnity to 
all thoſe that would lay down their Arms and retire 
to their reſpetive habitations, and there quietly 
and peaceably behave themſelves, and that accor- 
ding to Law, they ſhould: enjoy their Eftates and 
Poſleffions ; likewiſe thoſe of the Roman perſuaſion 
to have all the liberty of private Exerciſe of Reli- 
gion that the Law allows, with-a promiſe of calling 
a Parliament in that Kingdom : But if any refuſed 
they were proclaimed Rebels and Traytors and 
their Lands forfeited, to be diftributed to thoſe 
that: ſhould be aiding and aihſting, to the reducing 
the 
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the Kingdom. But on the other hand Tyrconnel, as 
much-as lay in him to hinder this Gratious offer, | 
prevented its being diſperſed in many parts of that 
Kingdom, and publiſhed a Declaration of his own, 
wherein he promiſed them wonders, it they would 
perſevere, and laid before them the danger it they 
laid down their Arms, whch animated them to 
great Outrages, however the Engliſh Proteſtants 
defended $1;go and other places, making ftrong 
oppoſition, eſpecially in the North, expecting 
Succours from England, where extraordinary Levys 
were making, and the King the better to encourage 
his Subjetts, conſented to the taking away the Act 
of Harth Money, which had been a long time very 
grieyous to the poorer ſort of the Nation; for 
which ke received an Addreſs of Thanks from both 
Houles, and an other wherein they reſolved to 
ftand by him with their Lives and. Fortunes, in 
ſupporting his Allies abroad in reducing Irekand, 
and to ſecure the Proteſtant Religion in that King- 
dom, which was very Gracioully Received ; and his 
Majeſty declared his Opinion, as to what was requi- 
ſite for the ſupport of the Nations Glory abroad 
and at home : And the two Houles, for declaring 
to ſtand by his Majeſty, &c. had two humble Ad- 
drefles of Thanks from the City of Zondon, and they 
likewiſe tendred their Addreſs of Thanks to his 
Majeſty, upon his Condeſcending to have the Harth 
Money taken away, which was ſhortly after taken 
away by an AC for ever, onely a Clauſe reierving 
to be collefted, what was due to the 25th of March 
before the publication of the ſaid Act. 

During theſe proceedings, the King had an 
Expreſs that a conſiderable number of Suldiers of 
the Regiment, once commanded by the Lord 
Dumbarton, and ſame Companies of Fuziliers had 
had mutined near ' /pſwich, and marched away with 
the Money ſent to pay them.,and four Field Pieces,

in their way proclaiming King .Famesz when to 
prevent the diſorder, upen the Addreſs of the Par- 
liament they were proclaimed Rebels, and a confide- 
rable force of Horſe and Dragoons ſent to ſuppreſs 
them; and accordingly upen their incloling thoſe 
mutinous Soldiers, they after ſome ſhew of reſ1- 
ftence, threw down their Arms and ſurrendred them 
yielding upon diſcretion 5 when being difarmed they 
and their Officers were diſpoſed of in divers prilons, 
and an AQ paſſed the Royal Aﬀent, impowering 
his Majeſty to apprehend ſuch perſons as he ſhould 
find juſt cauſe to ſuſpe& were conſpiring againſt 
the Government, and an other to take off the 
Attaindure of William Rufell, Eſq; commonly called 
William Lord Ruſell; and many other Acts condu- 
cing to the good and fettlemeat of the Kingdom, 
were ſoon after paſſed. 

Upon the death of Sir Fohn Chapman, Lord 
Mayor of Zondon, Thomas Pilkinton, Eſq; fince Sir 
Thomas Tilkinton, was Elected at the Guild-Zall, 
and preſer:ted to the Commiſſioners of the Great 
Seal, and Sworn at the Huſtings, and after that by 
the Lieutenant of the Tower, by reaſon at that 
time there was no Court held at Weſtminſter. 

Scotland at this time was not wanting, for the 
Convention purſuant to the King's Circular Letters 
meeting, arch 14th, and chuſing Duke Hamilton 
their Chairman, they earneſtly laboured for the 
ſettlement of that Kingdom, which was fallen into 
ſome diſorder upon the Grand Revolution, Sum- 
moning the Duke of Gowurdox to ſurrender the 
Caftle of Edenburg, and upon his refuſal Proclaimed 
him and his adherents Traytors; on great penalties 
prohibiting any to have intercourſe with him, ſecu- 
ring divers ſuſpected perſons, and raiſing Forces to 
ſecure the Kingdom, with many other things too 
many here to be incerted. And now the Corona- 
tion Solemnity of their Majeſtys, being appointed 
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-., Circlet of Gold on her head, the Peers and Pcereſſes 
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On the 11th 0 April, and a Proclamation iffued out 


'- . to-the Peers, and for all that could- make Claims 
by right of Service or Tenure. Great were the 


preparations, and an AQ on the 21ſt of March 
palied the Royal Aﬀent for granting their Majeſtys 
a preſent Aide ; and another Att ſoon after paſſed 
for recviving Attions and Proceſſes depending in 
the Courts of Weſtminſter, diſcontinued by the 
omitting Hillary Term, with others conducing to 
the regulation and ſettlement of Afﬀairs; and 
divers great Officers were made and honours Con- 
ferred on ſundry perſons. And now the Coronation 
day drawing near, the Parliament confidered of the

Publick; fo that nothing being wanting to perſett 
the Royal Ceremony of the Coronation z on 
Thurſday the 11-of April, the King and Queen 
landing at the Partiament Stairs, went to the 
Princes Lodgings between 10 and 11 in the Mor- 
ning; and the Peers and Peerefſes being in their
